The  figures  show  1  hat  the  year  1875-176  has  been  a  year  of  econo- 
my, producjd,  no  doubt,  by  sympathy  with  the  general  depression 
of  business  throughout  the  country.  The  only  items  of  ordinary 
current  expenditure  that  show  an  increase  are  ''books"  and  "super- 
vision,'' and  the  amount  ($2,108.47)  is  so  small  as  to  indicate  a  di- 
minished rate  of  expenditure  when  the  increased  number  of  schools 
and  pupils  is  tak  n  into  acount  On  salaries  of  teachers,  building 
and  repairs,  and  incidental  and  miscellaneous  expenses,  there  is  a 
reduction  of  $21,55 4.72.  The  apparent  net  increase  of  expenditure 
is  caused  by  the  appropriation  of  $90,405.21  to  the  payment  of  old 
debts. 

INDEBTEDNESS. 

In  the  last  report,  the  State  Board  suggested  and  recommended 
the  passage  of  an  act,  by  the  Legislature,  enabling  the  several  Countj 
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School  Boards  to  fund  such  indebtedness  as  they  were  unable  to  dis- 
charge, and  prohibiting  them  from  contracting  new  obligations  in 
excess  of  their  annual  income. 

No  general  law  for  this  purpose  was  enacted,  but  special  acts 
were  passed  for  the  relief  of  several  School  Boards. 

The  County  Commissioners  of  Cecil  County  were  authorized  to 
issue  bonds  to  tho  amount  of  $20,000.00— of  Frederick,  $25,000.00; 
Washington,  $30,000.00;  and  Harford,  $25,000.00,— to  aid  in  pay- 
ing the  school  debts.  The  counties  named,  with  the  exception  of 
Harford  and  Frederick,  have  availed  themselves  of  the  authority 
given  by  the  Legislature  and  have  issued  the  required  bonds. 

The  indebtedness  of  tho  several  County  School  Boards,  on  the 
30th  of  September,  1870,  is  reported  to  be  as  follows:

Tho  other  counties  report  no  indebtedness.  In  several  cases- 
notably  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  this  indebtedness  is  said  to  be 
caused  by  the  County  Collectors  failing  to  pay  over  promptly  the 
amount  levied  as  County  School  Tax.  It  has  been  suggested  that 
additional  legislation  is  needed  to  remedy  the  evil ;  but  it  would  be 
hard  to  devise  any  legal  measures  more  stringent  and  comprehen- 
sive than  the  present  laws  upon  this  subject.  Chapter  483,  of  the 
Laws  of  1874,  contains  the  following  provisions: 

Sec.  42.  "Every  Collector  receiving  a  copy  of  such  assessment 
or  rato  shall,  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  proceed  to  collect  the 
same,  and  shall  pay  the  County  or  City  Taxes  to  the  County  Com- 
missioners, or  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  as  the  case  iray  be, 
or  their  order,  within  six  months  after  receiving  the  copy  aforesaid; 
and  all  moneys  levied  for  educational  purposes  by  the  County  Com- 
missioners of  the  several  counties  shall  be  levie  1  separately  and  dis- 
tinctly from  the  other  items  of  taxation,  and  a  list  thereof  furnished 
to  the  School  Commissioners  of  the  said  counties;  and  the  Collector 
shall  make  return  of  all  said  tax  collected  upon  the  days  required  in- 
law for  the  return  of  the  State  School  Taxe-.  If  any  such  Collector 
shall  fail  to  perform  his  duties  as  directed  in  this  se  •lion  said  Col- 
lector shall  be  liable  to  prosecution,  and,  on  conviction,  sh  II  b  1  lined 
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not  less  than  S100.00  nor  more  than  $500.00.  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court." 

Sec.  44.  "Every  Collector  of  State  Taxes  shall  account  for,  and 
pay  to  the  Treasurer,  two-thirds  thereof  by  the  1st  day  of  January 
succeeding  the  date  of  levy  of  said  taxes,  and  the  remaining  third 
by  the  1st  day  of  April  thereafter.'' 

Sec.  78.  "If  any  Collector  of  County  or  City  taxes  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  over  any  money  he  has  received  or  collected,  or 
ought  to  have  collected,  the  person  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
may  apply  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county,  or  the  Court  of  Law 
in  Baltimore  city,  having  jurisdiction  over  the  amount  claimed,  and 
such  Court  shall  render  judgment  against  such  Collector  for  the 
amount  due  from  him  ;  provided,''  &c. 

THE  SCHOOL  LAW. 

For  the  first  time  in  ten  years  the  General  Assembly  adjourned 
without  making  any  alterations  in  the  School  Law.  A  bill  for  this 
purpose  was  before  the  House  of  Delegates,  but  was  passed  too 
late  in  the  session  for  deliberate  action  by  the  Senate.  The  prin- 
cipal feature  of  the  House  bill  was  the  introduction  of  a  change  in 
the  mode  of  appointing  the  County  School  Commissioners.  This 
topic  was  fully  and  ably  discussed  by  the  Association  of  Public 
School  Commissioners  at  their  late  meeting  in  Xovember,  and  the 
Association  expressed  a  unanimous  opinion  that  no  change  was 
necessary,  as  in  no  other  way  would  the  public  be  likely  to  secure 
the  services  of  as  good  men.  The  question  of  the  constitutionality 
of  the  present  mode  of  appointment  was  not  discussed,  as  belong- 
ing more  properly  to  the  Courts.  Several  of  the  County  Exam- 
iners have,  in  response  to  a  question  from  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board,  expressed  themselves  very  fully  on  this  point  in  their  re- 
spective County  Reports;  and  their  views,  coming  from  men  who 
have  had  much  experience  in  school  matters,  and  are  entirely  dis- 
interested, deserve  respectful  consideration. 

It  must  be  acknowledged  that  our  School  Law  is  not  perfect;  yet 
the  shortcomings  of  the  system  are  to  be  traced  rather  to  defects 
of  administration  than  to  errors  in  the  laws ;  and  future  improve- 
ment must  he  looked  for  in  the  executive  more  than  in  the  legisla- 
tive department.  The  proof  of  this  lies  in  the  fact  that  under  the 
same  general  law  one  county  can  maintain  its  schools  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition  for  ten  months  in  the  year,  while  another  is  obliged  to 
close  its  schools  at  the  end  of  five  months.  If  the  County  Commis- 
sioners and  all  the  oncers  of  the  school  system,  the  members  of  the 
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State  Board,  County  Boards,  and  District  Boards,  the  County  Esma- 
iners,  and  tbe  teachers,  did  their  whole  duty  as  required  by  the 
present  law,  there  would  be  but  little  room  for  improvement. 

It  should  always  be  borne  in  mini  by  thoce  who  direct  tfee  school 
legislation  of  the  Ktate,  that  to  a  number  of  counties  varying  so 
greatly  in  extent,  in  population,  in  wealth,  and  in  social  industries, 
no  minute  and  rigid  legislation  can  be  applied  which  shall  work 
equally  well  in  all  localities.  Legislation  must  be  general  in  its 
character,  and  large  discretion  must  be  allowed  to  the  local  authori- 
ties. '  But  to  prevent  the  abuse  of  this  discretionary  power,  and  to 
secure  substantial  uniformity  throughout  the  State,  the  State  Board 
of  Education  has  beon  required  to  assume  the '-general  care  and 
supervision  of  the  school  interests  of  the  State,"  to  "act  as  assist- 
ants and  advisers  of  the  various  County  Boards,"  to  "explain  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  law,"  and  to  decide  "all  controver- 
sies and  disputes  that  may  arise  under  it." 

No  law,  however  excellent,  can  execute  itself  The  administra- 
tion of  the  school  law.  divided  as  it  necessarily  is  among  various 
boards  and  officers  is  finally  centered  in  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion under  the  following  claus2  of  the  School  Law  :  "The  State  Board 
of  Education  shall,  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  cause  the  provisions 
of  this  law  to  be  carried  into  effect,  and  may,  if  necessary,  institute 
legal  proceedings  for  that  purpose,  with  the  direction  and  advice  of 
the  Attorney  General."  It  is  fortunate  that  during  thesixyears 
that  have  elapsed  since  this  provision  went  into  effect,  no  neces- 
sity arose  fur  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings  by  the  State 
Board.  Had  a  case  arisen  calling  for  snch  action,  it  is  probable 
that  the  board  would  have  been  found  powerless.  For  the  Board 
could  not  commence  proceedings  without  the  "direction  and  advice 
of  the  Attorney  General,''  and  the  late  Attornej"  General  held  that 
his  duties  are  strictly  defined  by  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  and 
that  as  tbe  giving  advice  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  is  not 
enumerated  among  these  duties,  the  clause  is  unconstitutional  and 
inoperative.  An  understanding,  however,  has  been  had  with  the 
present  Attorney  General  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  enable  the  Board, 
with  the  aid  of  the  Governor,  to  carry  out  the  law. 

The  changes  in  the  school  law  suggested  by  the  experience  of  the 
State  Board  are — 

1.  That  provision  be  made  for  taking  a  census  of  the  school  popu- 
lation between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  "once  in  everv  two  vears 
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specifying  the  school  (public  or  private)  which  each  child  attends,  and 
the  number  of  months  he  has  Veen  at  school  within  the  two  years 
preceding  the  date  of  the  census. 

2.  That  arrangements  be  ma'e  at  the  same  time  for  ascer- 
taining the  names,  ag,  s,  and  addresses  of  all  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and 
the  blind  in  the  State. 

3.  That  all  principals  of  schools  other  than  public  schools,  and 
principals  ami  presiden's  of  colleges  and  seminaries  "not  connected 
with  the  Stats  system,  be  required  to  report  annually  to  the  State 
Board  the  number  of  pupils  in  such  institutions. 

4.  That  the  managers  of  orphan  asylums,  and  similar  benevolent 
institutions,  be  required  to  report  annually  the  numbei  of  the  in- 
mates between  the  ages  of  six  and  sixteen  years,  and  their  respec- 
tive ages,  with  such  other  information  of  public  interest  as  they 
may  be  willing  to  give. 

5.  That  the  distribution  of  the  annual  school  report  be  entrusted 
to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  with  instructions  to  send  three 
copies  at  least  to  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  t  wo  copies 
to  each  School  Commissioner,  and  one  copy  to  the  chairman  of  each 
of  the  Boards  of  School  Trustees. 

G.  That  an  Act  be  passed  permitting  and  enabling  the  Trustees 
of  any  incorporated  Academy  to  transfer  the  Academic  property  and 
donation  to  the  Board  of  County  School  Commissioners,  on  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  both  parties. 

ATTENDANCE. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  notwithstanding  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  current  expenditure,  the  number  of  children  on  the  school- 
rolls  is  larger  than  it  has  ever  been  before;  and  it  is  matter  of 
especial  congratulation  that  the  average  daily  attendance  has  in- 
creased in  greater  proportion  than  the  enrolment.  Much  more 
progress,  however,  must  be  made  in  this  direction  before  the  friends 
of  education  can  afford  to  relax  their  efforts.  Much  good  has  been 
done  in  several  counties  by  furnishing  teachers  with  postal  cards, 
and  requiring  them  to  report  weekly  to  the  County  School  Board 
the  daily  attendance  of  pupils.  When  this  is  followed  by  the  clos- 
ing of  such  schools  as  show  an  average  attendance  of  fewer  than 
ten  pupils  a  marked  effect  is  produced.  In  one  county  (Howard) 
the  salary  of  the  teachers  is  made  to  depend  partly  on  the  average 
daily  attendance;  the  experiment  has  not  been  continued  long  enough 
to  enable  the  Examiner  to  speak  definitely  of  the  results,  though  it 
is  believed  that  up  to  the  present  time  the  effect  has  been  good. 
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STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  State  Normal  School  took  partial  possession  of  the  new 
building  on  the  29th  of  February,  1876,  and  the  house  was  formally 
delivered  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  on  the  2nd  of  June.  It 
is  found  by  experience  to  be  admirably  adapted  to  all  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  intended.  The  beauty  of  the  location,  and  the  at- 
tractive appearance  of  the  building  are  noticed  by  all;  but  only 
those  who  have  watched  the  struggles  of  the  school  during  ten 
years,  in  cramped  and  ill-arranged  quarters,  can  appreciate  the  re- 
lief that  is  now  felt.  The  present  S3vere  winter  has  afforded  an 
opportunity  of  testing  the  capacity  of  the  steam-heating  apparatus. 
It  has  been  found  possible  by  burning  enough  of  fuel  to  heat  com- 
fortably every  room  in  the  building  with  the  exception  of  the  assem- 
bly hall;  but  the  contractors,  Messrs.  T.  C.  Basshor  &  Co.,  have  un- 
dertaken to  make  such  additions  to  the  apparatus  as  will  ensure  the 
thorough  heating  of  this  room  also.  The  boilers  which  were  origin- 
ally placed  in  the  cellar  have  been  removed  to  a  location  under- 
ground, and  outside  of  the  main  building,  with  a  view  to  safety, 
efficiency  and  cleanliness. 

In  planning  the  house  very  great  care  was  taken  to  secure  ventila- 
tion, and  the  effect  has  been  perfectly  successful  so  far  as  the  assembly 
hall  and  the  large  study-rooms  are  concerned.  The  ventilating  flues 
of  the  basement  and  two  recitation  rooms  do  not  act  at  present,  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  defect  can  be  easily  remedied,  as  the  main 
ventilating  shaft  is  capable  of  doing  even  more  work  than  is  requir- 
ed when  the  proper  connexions  are  made  between  it  and  the  apart- 
ments referred  to. 

THE  CENTENNIAL. 

The  General  Assembly,  near  the  end  of  the  session,  appropriated 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  to  the  representation  of  Maryland  interests 
at  the  great  Exhibition;  and  it  was  supposed,  in  accordance  with 
the  general  design  ant  the  example  of  other  States,  that  education 
was  among  the  things  to  be  represented.  But  a  request  from  the 
Board  for  "the  application  of  a  small  part  of  the  appropriation  to 
the  representation  of  the  educational  resources  of  Maryland,  and  for 
such  other  'aid  and  comfort'  "  as  might  be  obtainable,  was  declined 
by  the  Centennial  Commissioners  of  the  State  on  the  ground  that 
the  money  appropriated  was  too  small  for  other  necessary  purposes, 
and  that  there  would  be  no  room  in  the  Maryland  building  for  any 
educational  display,  "mines  and  minerals,  fish  and  grains  marbles 
and  building  iriateriils  occupying  every  inch  n  >t  necessarily  devot- 
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•ed  to  the  public."  Consequently  there  was  no  general  representa- 
tion of  Maryland  schools.  But  the  city  of  Baltimore  made  a  very 
-creditable  display,  iu  the  space  assigned  in  one  of  the  galleries  of  the 
Main  Exhibition  Building,  of  pupils1  work  of  every  grade,  from  the 
City  College  to  the  Primary  School,  in  some  thirty  handsomely  bound 
volumes,  plans  of  school-houses,  school-books,  and  school  furniture. 
The  State  Normal  School  sent  the  Annual  Examination  papers  of 
all  the  students  since  the  organization  of  the  school,  in  thirty-three 
bound  volumes,  portfolios  of  elementary  drawings,  and  specimens 
of  map-drawing  and  pen-printing  ;  a  school  map  of  the  State  show- 
ing the  number  of  schools  in  each  election  district,  plans  of  country 
school-houses,  and  a  perspective  view  of  the  new  Normal  School 
building.  The  Maryland  Institution  for  the  Blind  sent  a  number 
of  very  beautiful  samples  of  the  work  of  the  pupils, — worsted  work, 
•embroi  lery.  plain  sewing,  wax-flowers,  &o. 

DECEASED  EXAMINERS. 

We  have  to  deplore  the  loss  by  death  during  the  past  year  of  the 
three  faithful  public  servants:  Mr.  Wm.  H.  Perveil,  Examiner  in 
Anne  Arundel  county  ;  Dr.  Samuel  Kepler,  Examiner  in  Baltimore 
county;  and  Mr.  Benjamin  Tippctt,  Examiner  in  St.  Mary's  county. 
Varying  in  their  gifts  and  their  opportunities,  they  all  agreed  in 
commanding  the  respect,  esteem,  and  confidence  of  the  Board  and  the 
gratitude  of  their  fellow-citizens  for  their  labors  in  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion.   "They  rest  from  thcirlabors  and  their  works  do  follow  them. " 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  while  we  are  unable  to  point  to  any  sp2cial  tri- 
umph in  educational  work  to  mark  the  close  of  the  centennial  year, 
we  are  glad  to  put  it  on  record  that  in  a  period  of  unexampled  in- 
dustrial depression,  when  a  feeling  of  distrust  and  a  desire  for  re- 
trenchment marked  every  private  business  and  every  public  institu- 
tion, the  schools  of  Maryland  took  no  steps  backward.  On  the  con- 
trary, though  there  may  have  been  some  backsliding  in  particular 
places,  when  we  t  ike  a  survey  of  the  whole  field  we  find  that  more 
progress  has  been  made — more  money  expended  and  larger  results 
obtained,  than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  the  State 
(Signed,)

The  eleventh  annual  session  of  the  State  Normal  School  closed  on 
the  2d  of  June.  The  number  of  students  enrolled  during  the  year 
was  206,  of  whom  190  were  ladies.  The  number  of  graduates  for 
the  ye&r  was  21,  eighteen  of  whom  have  been  employed  as  teachers 
since  the  close  of  the  school.  The  total  number  of  students  since 
the  organization  of  the  school  is  1199.  The  number  of  graduates  is 
215.  It  is  estimated  that  124  of  these  are  now  teaching  in  the 
Public  Schools  of  the  State;  the  uurab3r  of  undergraduates  now 
teaching  is  estimated  at  215. 

In  the  interval  between  the  closing  of  the  school  and  its  re-open- 
ing in  the  Fall,  the  school  met  with  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Mary  Borgman,  Principal  of  the  Model  School,  after  ten  }~ears' 
continuous  service  in  that  position  and  nearly  twenty  years  of  un- 
interrupted labor  as  a  teacher.  One  of  her  last  contributions  to  the 
Maryland  School  Journal  under  the  title  "Worn  out — and  then?" 
contains  the  following  sentences,,  which  the  event  has  made  pro- 
phetic :  "Buoyantly  and  hopefully  they  [women  teachers]  commence 
their  work  ;  through  trials  and  hardships  they  cheerfully  battle  on; 
but  the  overstrained  nerves  at  last  give  way;  the  overworked 
brain  suddenly  gives  the  signal,  'danger  ahead;'  and  they  know  the 
engine  should  stop,  the  brakes  should  be  put  down;  friends  tell  them 
so  at  every  turn;  they  feel  that  the  crash  must  come,  but  how  can 
they  stop?  Fortun&le  are  they  if  no  other  lives  depend  upon  their 
exertions  ;  the  prospect  is  not  so  fearful  if  it  is  only  ourselves  ;  ice 
rather  enjoy  the  prospect  of  dying  in  such  a  cause.  AVc  have  given 
our  whole  lives  to  this  work,  we  are  willing  to  spend  our  last  breath 
in  it,  and  only  hope  we  may  be  permitted  to  'die  in  the  harness.' " 
She  had  her  wish;  she  died  in  harness  ;  and  never  was  harness  more 
bravely  worn  nor  more  honorably  laid  down. 

teachers'  institutes,  associations,  &.C. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  a  Teachers'  Institute  was  held 
in  each  of  the  following  counties  :  Allegany,  Anne  Arundel,  Calvert, 
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Caroline,  Carroll,  Charles,  Harford,  Kent,  Queen  Anne's  and  St. 
Mary's.  The  usual  quarterly  meetings  of  the  County  Teachers' 
Association  were  held  in  Baltimore  and  Howard  counties.  Prelimi- 
nary arrangements  had  been  made  for  holding  Institutes  in  the 
counties  of  Frederick,  Washington,  Wicomico,  Somerset,  and  Wor- 
cester, but  for  \ arii  us  reasons  it  was  thought  better  to  postpone 
then}. 

The  State  Teachers'  Association  met  in  Baltimore  during  the 
same  week  as  the  Xatio.ial  Educational  Association;  but  in  accor- 
dance with  a  previous  understanding,  no  business  was  done  beyond 
re-electing  the  officers,  and  adjourning  t)  meet  at  Eiston,  Talbot 
county,  next  summer. 

The  preparations  for  the  National  Educational  Association  were  as 
complete,  and  the  Leal  arrangements  as  satisfactory,  as  at  any  pre- 
vious meeting.  The  papers  presented  were  most  of  them  of  very 
high  character,  fully  sustaining  the  icputation  of  the  Association. 
The  attendance  of  representative  men  was  a?  large  as  usual,  but  the 
general  audience  was  t  he  smallest  ever  seen  on  such  an  occasion. 
TI13  unprecedented  heat  of  the  w.ather  deterred  hundrels  from 
coming  to  the  city,  and  drove  out  of  tfro  city  hundreds  who,  under 
other  circumstances,  would  have  gladly  attended. 

In  the  month  of  June  I  visile  J  and  minutely  examined  the  high 
schools  at  Easton,  St.  Michael's  and  Trappe,  in  Talbot  county,  and 
found  them  well  attended,  well  organized,  and  well  taught. 

A  convention  of  the  Exaniucrs  of  the  State  was  held  on  the  13th 
of  July.  There  were  present  the  Examiners  of  Allegany,  Calvert, 
Carroll,  Cec'.l,  Dorchester,  Frederick,  Talbo',  Wicomico,  and  Wor- 
cester counties  ;  and  good  reasons  were  known  for  the  absence  of  the 
repres3ntativei  of  th)  counties  of  Caroline,  HarforJ,  Howard,  Kent, 
and  Somerset.  Ti  e  principal  subject  under  consideration  was  the 
means  by  which  the  public  schoo's  could  be  made  more  efficient.  The 
discussion  was  informal,  mostly  conversational,  but  earnest  and  deep- 
ly interesting.  It  was  stated  that  the  prevailing  depression  in  every 
branch  of  industry  hud  directed  public  attention  to  the  very  large 
amount  of  money  annually  expended  in  support  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  State,  considerably  more  than  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars 
for  a  school  population  not  exceeding  150,000  children;  that  there 
was  a  clamor  for  retrenchment  in  every  item  of  public  expenditures  ; 
that  it  was  impossible  to  maintain  even  tolerable  schools  with  less 
than  the  present  appropriation;  and  that  true  economy  would  lie  not 
in  curtailing  the  expenses  but  in  giving  the  people  better  school.*, 
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if  possible  for  the  same  outlay-  of  money.  Tb.2  means  suggested  for 
accomplishing  this  end  were  three-fold:  the  employment  of  better 
teachers,  closer  and  more  minute  supervision,  and  the  awakening  o^ 
a  livelier  local  interest  in  the  schools  among  patrons  and  the  public 
in  general.  It  was  stated  with  regard  to  the  first,  the  employment 
of  better  teachers,  that  we  are  to  some  extent  limited  by  the  money 
at  our  command,  but  while  first-class  talent  cannot  be  procured  a; 
third-class  rates,  much  may  be  done  by  a  skilful  Examiner  to  make 
low  priced  teachers  available  and  useful,  provided  they  are  honest 
and  energetic.  For  this  purpose  the  Examiner  must  himself  sup- 
ply much  that  is  lacking  in  the  young  teacher — plans  and  methods 
which  are  the  result  of  reading,  study  and  experience.  The  graded 
sjrstem  (so  called)  adopted  by  the  State  Board  was  considered  a 
great  help  to  uniform  and  systematic  work,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  every  Examiner  should  consider  himself  the  principal  of  all  the 
schools  of  the  county,  and  see  to  it  that  the  teachers  carried  out 
faithfully  his  instructions.  Hence  the  necessity  for  the  second  item 
— close  and  minute  supervision.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
schools  should  le  visited  as  early  as  possible  after  the  opening  in 
the  Fall,  that  teachers,  especially  new  teachers,  should  receive  pre^ 
cise  instructions  in  the  method  of  managing  their  schools,  and  that 
the  postal  cards,  recommended  by  the  State  Board,  should  be  sent 
weekly  or  semi-monthly  by  every  teacher  to  the  Examiner,  with 
such  information  as  the  latter  might  desire.  From  these  reports  the 
Examiner  could  judge  where  his  next  visits  would  be  most  needed. 
But  all  this  would  be  insufficient  without  the  cordial  co-operation 
and  sympathy  of  the  people.  Theiefore  the  Examiner  should  take 
frequent  opportunities  of  directing  popular  attention  to  the  great 
work  which  the  schools  are  doing,  by  means  of  newspaper  articles, 
circulars,  lectures,  and  addresses  at  popular  meetings. 

The  Association  of  Public  School  Commissioners  of  Maryland, 
held  their  regular  annual  meeting  in  the  library  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School  on  the  28th  and  29th  of  November.  The  attendance 
was  large,  and  many  topics  of  great  importance  to  the  public  schools 
were  earnestly  and  thoroughly  discussed,  among  which  were  the 
manner  of  appointing  School  Commissioners,  the  usefulness  of  local 
trustees,  and  the  best  method  of  supplying  pupils  with  text-books 
The  chief  interest,  however,  was  centered  in  the  discussion  of  the 
method  adopted  by  the  Comptroller  in  apportioning  and  paying  the 
State  School  tax,  which  results  in  leaving  a  large  balance  in  the  Treas- 
ury at  the  close  of  every  distribution.    By  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
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Association,  Mr.  W.  Horace  Soper  was  called  on  to  give  an  explana- 
tion of  the  facts,  which  he  was  presumed  to  be  familiar  with,  as  he  had 
been  Clerk  to  the  State  Superintendent  under  whom  the  first  distri- 
bution was  mads,  and  had  followed  the  details  up  closely  from  that 
time  to  the  present.  Mr.  Soper  presented  the  following  table3  made 
up  from  the  several  cash  accounts  of  the  Comptroller  as  given  in  his 
annual  reports:

In  explanation  of  the  table  it  was  stated  that  the  first  State  school 
tax  was  levied  in  18G5,  and  the  first  distribution  was  made,  accord- 
ing to  law,  in  October,  1865,  which  is  in  the  fiscal  year  1866  ;.  that 
the  whole  amount  then  collected  was  not  then  distributed,  by  the 
advice  of  the  State  Superintendent,  to  whom  a  large  discretionary 
power  was  conceded  as  necessary  in  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
system  ;  that  the  unpaid  balance  became  less  from  year  to  year, 
from  1866  to  1871  (with  one  exception),  and  then  increased  rapidly 
from  1872  to  1875,  inclusive.  While  the  Association  was  unanimous- 
ly of  opinion  that  the  present  Comptroller  was  acting  in  accordance 
with  what  he  believed  to  be  the  law  of  the  State  and  the  usage  of 
his  office,  yet  a  large  majority  of  the  members  believed  that  the- 
Comptroller  was  in  error  with  regard  to  the  law,  and  that  the  usage 
should  be  made  to  conform  not  to  the  construction  put  upon  it  by 
the  Comptroller,  but  to  the  plain  letter  of  the  Act  of  the  Assembly : 
"On  the  fifteenth  day  of  June,  the  first  day  of  October,  the  first  day 
of  January,  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  in  eaeh  year,  the  Comp- 
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troller  shall  apportion  the  amount  of  school-tax  received  by  the 
Treasurer  among  the  several  counties  and  the  City  of  Baltimore.'' 

It  seemed  also  to  be  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Association 
that  even  if  the  law,  as  above  quoted,  were  of  doubtful  construction, 
the  Legislature  has  provided  a  remedy,  by  enacting  that  the  State 
Board  of  Education  "shall  explain  the  time  meaning  and  intent  of 
the  Law";  and  it  was  not  questioned  but  that  the  Comptroller  as  a 
law-abiding  citizen  would,  in  the  event  of  a  disagreement  between 
him  and  any  Board  of  School  Commissioners,  be  governed  by  the 
decision  of  th:-  State  Board,  which  is  required  by  law  "to  decide 
without  expense  to  the  parties  concerned  all  controversies  and  dis- 
putes that  may  arise  under  it  [the  School  Law]*" 

I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  argu?  the  quest'r  »n  at  this  time  ; 
but  as  it  probably  occupies  a  large  amount  of  public  attention,  and 
may  yet  demand  more,  it  may  be  well  to  complete  the  history  of 
the  ca.S3  down  to  Oc'  ober  15th,  by  quoting  a  part  of  a  letter  received 
from  a  member  of  the  Association  on  this  subject:  "The  summary 
of  the  Comptroller's  Repo"t  recently  published  shows  that  the 
total  credits  to  the  school-tax  (including  the  balance  in  Treasur}r  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  1815,  amounting  to  $500,06*2.05)  were 
$1,016,910  58.  And  the  total  disbursemants  were  $505,512.11, 
showing  that  a  balance  was  carried  over  during  the  year  of  $451,- 
398.  IT,  which  balance,  in  m}r  opinion,  ought  to  have  been  di-tributed 
on  the  15th  of  last  October." 

COLLEGES  AND  ACADEMIES. 

Tables  I  and  K  accompanying  this  Report  show  the  condition  of 
the  Colleges,  Schools  and  Academies  which  receive  aid  from  the 
State,  as  far,  at  least,  as  this  can  be  shown  in  a  tabular  form.  I 
have  seen  no  reason  to  change  the  opinions  expressed  in  previous 
Reports  on  this  subject  ;  on  the  contrary,  further  reflection  and  ex. 
peiience  have  tended  to  strengthen  and  confirm  those  opinions. 
Without  repeating  what  has  been  so  often  said  before,  I  will  merely 
add  that  of  all  the  modes  of  giving  aid  to  a  college,  that  of  giving 
rooms  and  board  gratis  to  certain  selected  students  is  the  most  ob. 
jectionable  in  theory  and  the  most  unsatisfactory  in  practice.  Why 
the  State  should  undertake  to  give  subsistence  for  four  years  to  forty 
or  fifty  able-bodied  young  men,  already  possessed  of  good  elemen- 
tary education,  and  not  in  any  way  distinguishable  from  four  or  five 
hundred  others,  either  by  poverly,  scholarship  or  genius,  simply  as 
an  inducement  for  them  to  continue  their  studies,  is  to  me  inexplica- 
ble.   If  the  mon  ty  were  given  for  the  purchase  of  books,  and  ap- 
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paratus,  and  the  salaries  of  profess ors,  it  would  do  something  for  tlbe\ 
advancement  of  learning,  and  the  building  up  of  our  home  institutions  ^ 
and  the  number  of  students  would  not  be  diminished  by  the  change. 

The  Agricultural  Collegje  reports  a  year  of  good  work  with 
improving  prospects.  The  President,  in  his  last  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  says: 

"The  Session  commenced  on  the  20th  day  of  September  last,  since 
which  time  56  students  have  registorel,  and  52  are  in  actual  atten- 
dance. The  Faculty  consists  of  Professors  Jones,  Nelson,  Warfield, 
Morgan,  Yon  Brockdorf  and  Snyder.  The  curriculum  prescribed  in 
our  last  Register  is  being  adhered  to  as  far  as  practicable,  and  the  or- 
ganization of  the  College  is  complete  in  every  particular  It  gives  me 
pleasure  to  state  that  with  a  harmonious  Faculty  the  condition  of  the 
College  is  very  far  superior  to  last  year.  The  discipline,  though  more 
severe  perhaps  than  ever  before,  has  been  yielded  to  by  the  students 
with  commendable  alacrity  and  cheerfulness,  and  there  is  now  a  high 
tone  and  esprit  de  corps  existing  which  gratifies  nu  exceedingly,  and 
gives  me  high  hopes  of  the  future  of  this  institution. 

All  the  members  of  tha  Faculty  agree  with  me  as  to  the  importance 
of  making  Agriculture  the  leading  feature  of  the  Cdlege,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  monthly  lectures  by  non-resident  Professors,  wTe  propose 
alternate  lectures  by  some  members  of  the  Faculty. 

Monthly  written  examinations  are  now  held  in  all  branches  of  study? 
from  which  good  results  are  expected,  especially  as  the  questions  pro- 
posed will  generally  require  original  demonstrations. 

The  total  amount  of  money  received  from  the  State  since  September 
1875,  is  §15,709.00.  We  have  paid  on  the  old  debt  since  the  begin- 
ning of  my  administration,  $10,561.46.  We  have  expended  on  neces- 
sary repairs,  $3,916.89;  and  on  the  farm,  §1,138.25.  There  is  due 
on  the  old  debt  $2,215.42 ;  and  there  is  due  to  the  College  on  tuition 
fees  for  previous  sessions,  $1,436.86.  Were  these  fees  paid  our  debt 
would  be  $778.56.  Although  I  am  somewhat  disappointed  at  this  re- 
sult (for  I  had  expected  to  be  entirely  free  of  debt  at  the  present  time), 
yet  takiug  into  consideration  the  very  large  amount  I  have  expended 
in  repairs,  and  the  depressed  financial  condition  of  the  couutry  for  the 
past  year,  I  think  we  have  reason  to  feel  satisfied." 

Washington  College  reports,  "that  at  the  close  of  the  last  schol- 
astic year,  ending  July  11th,  1876,  they  had  in  attendance  thirty-sev- 
en students,  and  that  there  were  seven  graduates  at  the  last  Commence- 
medt. 

a  During  said  scholastic  year  the  fifteen  beneficiary  students  pro- 
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vided  for  under  the  acts  of  1856  and  1874  were  all  in  attendance,  and 
gave  gratifying  evidence  of  the  benefits  of  the  system. 

"The  visitors  also  report  an  increasing  public  interest  in  the  College 
throughout  the  Eastern  Shore  generally,  and  they  have  every  assur- 
ance that  the  number  of  students  will  increase  year  to  year  under  the 
management  of  the  present  efficient  faculty." 

The  Johns  Hopkins'  University  began  its  woA  of  instruction 
on  the  5th  of  October,  and  on  the  22d  of  November  there  were  re- 
ported to  be  in  attendance,  graduate  students,  24 ;  undergraduates,  24  ; 
special  students  (not  candidates  for  a  degree),  11  ;  fellows,  20.  A 
useful  and  really  valuable  library,  though  only  of  a  preliminary  kind, 
lias  already  been  opened  to  the  students  ;  and  the  work  of  building 
and  furnishing  the  laboratories  is  going  on  with  cautious  speed.  A 
number  of  afternoon  lectures  have  been  delivered,  or  are  in  course  of 
delivery,  which  combine  to  a  certain  extent  the  attractiveness  of  popu- 
lar discourses  with  the  precision  of  university  teaching.  On  the 
whole,  the  people  of  Maryland  may  congratulate  the  trustees  on  hav- 
ing made  an  auspicious  beginning.  It  must  be  understood,  however, 
that  the  work  of  the  first  year  is  meant  to  be  purely  tentative.  The 
university  does  not  commit  itself  at  present  to  details.  The  general 
principles  which  are  to  govern  its  management  have  been  enunciated 
with  remarkable  clearness  and  fullness  in  the  inaugural  address  of  the 
President ;  but  the  precise  methods  by  which  these  principles  are  to 
be  reduced  to  practice,  and  illustrated  by  a  living  and  growing  organi- 
zation, must  be  largely  determined  by  experience.  Whatever  develop- 
ments time  may  produce,  and  whatever  changes  of  plan  maturer  judg- 
ment may  suggest,  there  can  be  no  duubt  of  the  success  of  the  uni  versity 
so  long  as  it  adheres  to  the  rule,  disciplina  omnibus,  mcrentibus  honos. 

TRAINING  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  great  want  of  the  schools  in  Maryland,  as  it  is  the  great  want 
of  schools  throughout  t-ic  Unitea  States,  and,  indeed,  throughout 
the  world,  is  the  lack  of  trained  teacherr..*    The  harvest,  indeed,  is 

*  Since  the  above  was  written  1  received  the  Biennial  Report  of  Hon.  James 
II.  Smart,  Superintendent  of  Public  Jsntruction  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  from 
which  I  take  the  following,  which  is  as  applicable  to  Maryland  as  to 
Indiana :  "A  prime  necessity  of  our  country  schools  is  a  constant  supply 
of  thoroughly  learned  teachers.  The  schools  of  the  State  employ  13,317 
instructors  ;  about  3,000  of  these  retire  from  the  business  annually.  Their 
places  are  taken,  for  the  most  part,  by  3,000  novices  wholly  unused  to  the  work, 
a  large  share  of  whom  learn  to  teach,  if  at  all,  at  the  expense  of  the  children. — 
Hut  few  of  them  have  ever  seen  a  high  school,  and  fewer,  ye*,  have  had  any  pro- 
fessional training       .       .       .       .       .       .       .  It  is  often  the  case 
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plenteous  ;  but  laborers  of  the  right  kind  are  few.  That  State  or  Na- 
tion will  show  the  largest  and  best  results  from  its  public  school  sys- 
tem which  produces  the  largest  number  of  thoroughly  trained  teachers. 
A  few,  very  few,  teachers  are  born  so;  but  of  the  average  teacher,  as 
of  the  average  workman  in  any  calling,  wc  must  say,  reversing  the 
adage,  ''fit ;  non  nascitur."  The  agencies  heretofore  relied  oa  to  give 
this  necessary  t  raining,  and  to  enable  the  teacher  to  "become"  that 
which  he  was  not  originally,  are  the  Normal  Schoool^the  Educational 
Journal,  the  Teachers'  Institute,  and  Teachers'  Associations.  These 
agencies  arc  all  good  as  far  as  they  go,  but  they  do  not  go  far  enough. 
Even  if  they  were  more  effective  than  they  are,  there  are  hundreds  of 
new  teachers,  appointed  every  year  in  this  State,  who  have  never  been 
brought  under  the  influence  of  any  of  them,  and  who  cannot  be  brought 
under  it,  except  by  some  kind  of  compulsion.  The  average  teach- 
ing work  that  is  done  in  our  schools  is  not  the  teaching  which  is  ex- 
plained in  the  Institute,  and  illustrated  in  the  Normal  School,  and  ad- 
vocated in  the  School  Journal,  but  the  hap-hazard  teaching  which 
is  the  natural  result  of  inexperience,  working  without  definite  plan  or 
purpose  from  a  misty  recollection  of  a  school  life  which  had  better  be 
forgotten. 

Theory  would  dictate,  and  experience  would  confirm  the  dictum, 
that  every  teacher  should  be  a  graduate  of  a  Normal  School  ;  but  un- 
der present  circumstances  this  is  impracticable.  What  theu  must  be 
done?  In  the  first  place,  there  should  be  no  relaxation  of  labor  with 
the  forces  now  at  our  command.  They  cannot  do  all  that  is  needed, 
but  they  can  be  made,  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  school  au- 
thorities, to  do  more  than  is  now  done.    But  in  the  second  place,  new 

lhat  some  of  our  poorer  teachers  do  more  barm  to  the  children  than  good. — 
Their  influence  is  positively  pernicious.  If  the  children  were  left  entirely  to  the 
instruction  of  some  cf  them,  they  would  grow  up  without  right  habits  of 
thought,  without  proper  methods  of  investigation,  without  self-control,  and 
without  proper  self-respect.  They  might  possibly  learn  a  few  rules  of  arith- 
metic and  be  able  to  locate  a  few  places  on  the  map  of  the  world,  to  spell  three 
words  out  of  four,  and  to  write  their  names  so  that  they  could  be  deciphered  by 
a  majority  of  those  who  may  see  them,  but  this  is  not  education  .  .  . 
The  State  must  provide  such  an  education  as  will  make  good  homes,  good  neigh- 
bors, good  citizens.  Surely  this  great  work  of  training  the  youth  in  our  schools 
requires  no  unskilful  hand  ;  and  skilled  labor  is  just  as  necessary  in  the  country 
school  as  in  the  city  school,  in  the  primary  department  as  in  the  high  school. 
#  A  bungler  in  the  school  room-may  spoil  the  disposition, 

distort  the  imagination,  break  down  the  nervous  system,  undermine  the  health, 
and  possibly  ruin  the  character  of  a  score  of  children  in  a  single  term.  If  we 
need  skilled  labDr  anywhere  in  the  wide  world,  we  need  it  in  our  school  rooms.'' 
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agencies  must  be  put  in  op2ration.  I  suggest  one  which  has  the  merit 
of  being  inexpensive  and  practicable. 

Every  county  should  have  its  training  school.  The  best  school  in 
the  county  may  be  selected  for  this  purpose.  The  methods  of  this  one 
school,  at  least,  may  be  brought  up  to  the  level  of  modern  pedagogical 
science.  Every  new  candidate  for  a  place  as  teacher  in  the  county, 
not  trained  elsewhere,  should  be  required  to  spend  six  months  as  an 
observer  and  assistant  in  this  school,  and  should  be  examined  by  the 
principal,  and  certified  to  the  County  Examiner,  before  receiving  a. 
certificate  from  the  latter.  This  plan  would,  in  the  course  of  a  few 
years,  insure  some  practical  training  to  every  beginner.  It  would 
not  interfere  with  any  person  now  teaching  under  proper  authority;  it 
would  not  prevent  teachers  with  experience  g lined  elsewhere  from  ob- 
taining employment  ;  but  it  would  abate  the  annual  plague  of  untrained, 
untried,  unknown  be^innners. 

RETROSPECTIVE  AND  PERSONAL. 

This  is  the  ninth  annual  report  which  I  have  had  the  honor  to  make 
oF  the  '  condition  of  the  public  schools  of  Maryland.''  In  the  first  re^ 
port,  dated  January  14th,  186.9,  I  suggested,  as  an  amendment  to  t\e 
sehool  law  then  existing,  the  appointment  of  a  central  authority  in 
some  form,  and  remarked,  "The  simplest  form  is  that  of  a  State  Super- 
intendent, and  if  this  should  be  aiopted,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
office  shoul  1  be  entirely  separated  from  that  of  'Principal  of  the  State 
Normal  School. '  There  is  work  enough  for  two  men,  each  in  his  own 
sphere  ;  and  one  man  of  ordinary  abilities  cannot  perform  satisfacto- 
rily the  duties  of  one  of  the  offices  without  neglecting  to  some  extent 
the  duties  of  the  other.''  In  partial  accoulance  with  these  views  the 
General  Assembly  entrusted  the  work  of  supervision  to  a  Board,  en- 
titled, in  1870,  "The  Board  of  State  School  Commissioners,"  and,  in 
1872,  the  "State  Board  of  Education  ;''  but  the  maiu  part  of  the  labor 
necessarily  devolved  still  on  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School. 
In  the  report  for  1872  will  be  found  the  following  passage  :  "The 
State  Board  are  able  and  willing  to  attend  to  the  advisory,  judicial, 
and  clerical  duties  imposed  on  them  by  law;  but  the  work  of  supervis- 
ion, investigation  and  correction,  they  are  unable  adequately  to  per- 
form.'' In  the  report  for  1873  it  is  said  that  "no  reasonable  man  can 
doubt  that  the  school  interests  of  Maryland  have,  now  at  least,  assumed 
such  proportions  as  to  demand  the  entire  time  of  one  man  [as  State 
Superintendent]  aided  though  he  may  be  by  able  assistants  and  coun- 
sellors.''   The  report  for  1874  urges  that  "the  appointment  of  a  State 
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Superintendent,  who  should  have  no  other  public  duties  than  those  be- 
longing to  his  offi 32,  will  s)3n  be  a  necessity,  as  it  would  be  even  now 
a  very  great  advantage."  And  in  the  last  report  it  is  recommended,, 
"that  the  duties  of  the  superintendence'  should  be  separated  from  those 
belonging  tot'ie  Normal  Sehnol,  and  plaeel  in  charge  of  a  special  offi- 
cer.'' The  views  which  I  have  entertained  and  consistently  advocated 
for  nine  years  from  considerations  of  public  interest,  have  of  late  been 
strengthened  and  deepened  by  an  aimixture  of  personal  considerations. 
uNon  suui  <j a alis  tram";  the  labor,  the  care,  and  the  worry  wdiieh 
were  once  borne  without  visible  strain  are  beginning  now  in  the  tenth 
year  to  in  a  kg  an  impression.  I  can  no  longer  forget  that  I  am  attempt- 
ing to  do  two  men's  work  ;  and  the  recent  loss  of  three  faithful  fellow- 
laborers  in  the  same  field  within  a  very  few  months,  and  under  cir- 
cumstances indicating  over-work  as  in  some  degree  the  cause,  has- 
given  emphasis  to  my  conviction,  so  early  and  so  repeatedly  ex- 
pressed, that  the  duties  of  the  State  Superintendent  should  be  sepa- 
rated from  those  belonging  to  the  Principal  of  the  State  Normal  School 
I  shall  therefore  request  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  rescind  the 
By-Law  under  which  the  double  duties  are  performed  by  me.  as 
soon  as  it  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  public  service;  and  as 
I  shall  consider  it  to  be  my  duty  to  advocate  the  creation  of  the  of- 
fice of  State  Superintendent  of  Education,  it  is  right  to  state  that 
I  shall  not  be  a  candidate  for  the  position,  in  case  the  General  As- 
sembly should  create  the  office. 

I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to  eay  that,  during  the  six 
years  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  the  State  Board  and  its  Execu- 
tive officer,  my  relations  to  the  Board  and  to  every  member  of  it 
have  been  of  the  pleas  an  tost  possible  kind.  Not  only  has  there  been 
at  all  times  harmony  among  the  members,  but  on  all  important  ques- 
tions a  close  approach  to  unanimity.  Except  in  one  instance,  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  contains  no  record  of  divided  vo'es  ;  and  that 
not  because  there  were  no  differences  of  opinion,  but  because  no 
question  was  prc-:sedto  a  vote  while  those  differences  continued.  No 
officer  has  ever  been  more  cordially  supported,  nor  more  kindly  en. 
couraged,  than  I  have  been,  and  if  the  results  of  our  labors  are  not 
equal  to  cur  expectations,  the  cause  must  be  sought  in  the  inherent 
difficulty  of  the  problem  i'self

Prof.  31.  A.  Newell: 

Our  Annual  Report  to  the  State  Board  of  Education,  now  submit- 
ted, has  been  unavoidably  delayed. 

The  salaries  of  our  teachers  in  the  White  Schools  are  $400  or  $450 
per  annum.  The  payments  that  have  been  made  to  them  during  the 
past  year  are  in  part  for  previous  indebtedness,  and  the  aggregate  of 
payments  to  teachers  includes  payments  to  other  teachers  not  employed, 
in  our  schools  during  the  last  year. 

The  payments  for  other  it2ms  besides  the  salaries  are  also  in  part 
for  expenses  of  previous  years.  . 

Rooks  are  furnished  in  part  from  our  office,  and  are  in  part  purchased 
elsewhere.  The  books  furnished  by  us  are  charged  to  the  teacher, 
and  he  is  expected  to  furnish  them  to  the  pupils  at  the  price  charged, 
to  him.  He  is  credited  with  the  value  of  those  delivered  to  children- 
who  are  entitled  under  the  law  to  have  their  books  furnished  without 
payment  for  them,  Lnd  this  credit  makes  the  difference  between  the 
cost  of  the  books  and  the  receipts  from  them.  It  has  been  designed 
that  the  books  should  be  sold  at  a  very  small  advance  on  their  cost 
to  the  School  Board,  and  thus  to  cover  certain  other  expenses  of  our 
book  transactions  as  well  as  the  loss  by  the  books  furnished  without 
payment  for  them;  but  no  sufficient  arrangement  has  yet  been  made 
for  this  purpose,  and  it  has  not  been  regularly  observed. 

The  accumulation  of  business  in  the  office  compelling  immediate  at- 
tention to  it,  and  occupying  all  the  time  of  the  present  Examiner,,  has 
prevented  his  visiting  the  schools  except  in  a  very  few  instances. 

We  think  our  schools  are  gradually  improving.  For  the  pittance 
of  salary  we  pay  them  it  would  be  hard  to  find  such  a  body  of  men 
and  women  devoting  themselves  more  faithfully  to  their  laborious 
calling.  It  is  true  that  persons  of  a  high  order  of  ability  are  often, 
found  toiling  for  a  very  small  remuneration,  and  such  is  the  case  in. 
many  of  our  schools,  but  these  persons,  whenever  an  opportunity 
offers  of  more  remunerative  employment,  will  abandon  teaching,  and 
thug  all  the  advantages  are  lost  that  would  accrue  from  permanent 
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study  and  practice  of  a  particular,  profession.  Our  school  system  is 
and  ought  to  be  dear  to  us  for  the  good  we  derive  from  it  in  its 
present  condition;  but  we  need  a  system  which  will  do  more  than 
this.  We  need  a  system  which  will  place  our  teachers  fairly 
on  a  level  with  the  members  of  other  professions  as  to  the  com- 
forts and  enjoyments  of  Life,  which  are  coveted  alike  by  all.  When  a 
teacher  by  faithfulness  and  skill  in  his  profession,  instead  of  a  life  of 
penury  and  privation,  may  earn  a  permanent  and  comfortable  home 
for  a  family,  a  competency  of  means  for  the  usual  enjoyments  of 
life,  men  of  high  qualifications  will  more  often  engage  in  the  profes- 
sion and  continue  in  it,  and  continuing  in  it  will  become  daily  more 
skillful  and  efficient  teacher;?. 

Our  Colored  Schools,  also,  we  think  are  improving,  and  we  have  no 
doubt,  with  judicious  management,  will  fulfil  the  expectations  which 
induced  their  establishment.  A  principal  hindranca  with  them  is  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  well-qualified  teachers.  The  liberality  of  our 
Legislature,  if  continued,  will  enable  us  to  pay  hereafter  for  competent 
teachers  better  salaries,  and  we  may  expect  this  want  to  be  thus  in 
some  measure  remedied  now,  and  gradually  to  disappear.  The  policy 
of  Christian  kindness  exercised  by  our  State  towards  this  class  of  our 
population  may  be  expected  to  yield  its  fruit  in  a  reasouable  time. 

There  is  due  to  our  teachers  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1876,  the 
sum  of  $7,000.12;  there  are  some  claims  for  building  not  exactly  as- 
certained, and  the  total  amount  of  the  Board's  indebtedness  is  estima- 
ted at  the  sum  of  $10,000.

Bear  Sir — I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  schools  of 
Baltimore  county  for  the  scholastic  year  ending  Sept.  30th,  1S76. 

It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  announce,  officially,  the  death  of  Dr. 
Samuel  Kepler,  late  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Examiner  of  the  schools 
of  this  county,  which  took  place  in  May  last,  after  a  lingering  illness 
of  ten  months.  For  eight  years  he  held  the  position  with  credit  to 
himself  and  the  cause  he  so  ably  represented..  His  death  at  the  early 
age  of  forty-one  may  be  attributable  partly  to  an  original  delicacy  of 
constitution  and  partly  to  overwork.  No  one  man  could  do  all  that  ho 
attempted  to  do.  Honestly  striving  to  perform  his  duty,  he  was  al- 
ways found  at  his  post,  giving  his  undivided  attention  to  the  schools 
entrusted  to  his  management.  Without  murmuring,  and  unaided,  he 
attempted  this  work,  but  a  body  already  enfeebled  by  disease  could 
not  bear  the  addifional  mental  and  physical  strain,  and,  before  his 
friends  were  aware  of  his  danger,-  he  was  utterly  prostrated.  In  him 
the  School  Board  has  lost  a  valued  friend  and  adviser,  and  our  schools 
one  whose  place  it  will  be  hard  to  fill. 

In  reply  to  the  first  question  in  your  printed  circular,  "Is  there 
any  need  for  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appointing  School  Commis- 
sioners?" I  would  say  that  the  appointment  by  the  judges  seems  to 
meet  fully  the  wants  of  the  system,  removing  the  schools  from  parti- 
san influences  and  the  changes  incident  thereto,  which  an  eleciion  by 
the  people  every  two  years  would  produce.  If  the  present  method  of 
appointment,  however,  should  be  decided  to  be  unconstitutional,  the 
best  plan  would  be  to  give  the  appointment  to  the  State  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, as  was  proposed  in  a  bill  acted  on  by  the  House  of  Delegates 
at  the  last  General  Assembly. 

2.  In  some  instances  the  District  Trustees  are  a  hindrance,  select- 
ing inferior  teachers  when  good  teachers  might  be  secured,  and  neg- 
lecting to  perform  such  duties  as  are  specified  in  tli3  School  Law  ;  in 
others,  they  are  a  valuabb  adjunct  to  the  system. 
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3.  The  schools  arc  fully  and  promptly  supplied  with  necessary  books 
and  stationery,  under  the  system  which  has  prevailed  in  this  county 
since  1848. 

4.  Rigid  economy  has  been  practiced  in  the  various  expenditures  of 
the  School  Board,  and,  in  the  face  of  a  reduction  of  two  cents  on  the 
County  Levy  for  this  year,  an  indebtedness  of  $9,337.57  previously  ex- 
isting has  been  cancelled. 

5.  On  the  30th  of  September,  1870,  there  was  no  outstanding  debt, 
if  we  except  the  current  salary  of  teachers  for  the  month  of  September. 
By  the  financial  portion  of  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  balance 
of  cash  on  hand  is  $5,314.97  ;  there  is  also  a  sum  due  the  Board 
from  the  State,  which  was  not  drawn  from,  the  State  Treasury  until 
after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  jear,  there  being  no  one  legally  authorized 
to  countersign  the  draft  of  the  President  of  the  Board  in  the  interim 
between  the  death  of  the  late  and  the  appointment  and  qualification 
of  the  present  Treasurer. 

A  comparison  with  the  report  of  last  year  shows  that  our  Public 
Schools  continue  to  grow  in  favor  and  are  receiving  the  encouragement 
they  merit.  The  only  true  basis  upon  which  to  estimate  their  popu- 
larity is  the  average  attendance.  The  fall  term  of  1876  shows  this 
to  be  71  per  cent,  of  the  enrolment  against  07  per  cent,  for  the  cor- 
responding term  of  the  previous  year  ;  the  winter  term  73  per  cent. 
against  70  per  cent,  the  previous  year  ;  the  increase  bearing  about  the 
same  proprotion  in  each  term.  The  number  of  pupils  in  average  at- 
tendance is  4,904 ;  laswyear  it  was  4,019,  an  increase  of  345.  Taking 
into  consideration  that  only  nineteen  colored  schools  were  in  operation 
this  year  and  twenty-eight  last  year,  the  iucrease  is  significant.  The 
Education  of  the  colored  race  is  a  problem  difficult  to  solve ;  that  they 
should  be  educated, no  one  will  deny ;  but  how  this  is  to  be  done,  when 
they  show  so  little  appreciation  of  their  advantages,  remains  to  be  deter- 
mined. The  Board,  recognizing  the  importance  of  education  to  all  citi- 
zens of  the  commonwealth,  has  given  schools  to  the  colored  people  of  this, 
county  wherever  they  have  had  suitable  buildings  and  a  sufficient 
number  of  children.  Competent  teachers  of  their  own  race  have  been 
appointed  to  take  charge  of  these  schools,  but  the  result  has  not  been 
altogether  satisfactory  ;  over  one-third  of  the  colored  schools  are  now 
closed  because  they  have  not  the  number  of  pupils  required  by  the 
School  Law  to  keep  them  in  operation.  Until  these  people  are  willing 
to  commence  at  the  foundation  and  build  on  that,  the  greater  portion 
of  them  must  remain  in  ignorance.    It  is  absurd  to  expect  the  colored 
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schools  to  take  at  once  the  position  which  the  white  schools  have 
been  so  many  years  in  reaching. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Board  determined  to  relieve  itself 
of  debt,  if  possible.  The  result,  as  shown  in  this  year's  financial  state- 
ment, may  be  gratifying,  because  a  large  indebtedness  has  been  paid 
and  a  balance  still  remains  to  our  credit ;  yet  this  has  not  been  ac- 
complished without  injuring  somewhat  the  usefulness  of  the  schools  ; 
only  one  building  has  been  erected  during  the  year  ;  this  is  in  the' Sixth 
District,  for  which  the  people  have  been  contending  for  sixteen  years. 
It  is  a  one-story  brick  building,  completed  at  a  cost  of  $650.  No  other 
building  of  any  consequence  has  been  done  ;  a  balance  due,  amount- 
ing to  $482.25,  was  paid  on  the  now  school-house  at  Phoenix,  in  th6 
Tenth  D:strict. 

To  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  system,  a  number  of  new  school 
houses  are  needed  in  localities,  which,  a  few  years  ago,  were  but  sparsely 
populated  and  are  now  thickly  settled,  and  where  the  children  trudge 
three  or  four  miles  to  school.  In  others,  the  "old  log  cabin,' '  a  relict 
of  the  past  and  a  very  good  reminder  of  the  struggles  and  vicissitudes 
of  the  period  when  the  free  public  schools  were  in  their  infancy, 
should  be  torn  down  and  replaced  by  new  houses.  The  experience  of 
the  past  has  been,  that,  though  it  is  not  advisable  to  build  more 
houses  than,  are  really  necessary,  yet,  when  a  new  school  has  been  es- 
tablished, the  effort  has  been  rewarded  by  a  proportionate  increase  of 
pupils.  The  two-story  brick  houses  at  Towsontown,  Waverly  and 
Woodberry  were  thought,  four  years  ago,  to  be  amply  sufficient  to  ac- 
commodate those  neighborhoods  for  years  to  come.  The  result,  how- 
ever, has  proved  the  contrary ;  the  influx  of  new  pupils  has  been  so 
great  that,  in  two  of  the  schools,  unless  additions  are  made  to  the 
buildings,  children  will  have  to  be  denied  admission.  In  the  other 
school  the  old  building  has  been  repaired  and  is  used  as  a  class-room. 
The  principle  of  the  Board  is  "to  keep  out  of  debt." 

The  amounts  expended  this  year  for  salaries  to  the  teachers  of  white 
schools  was  $79,170.12  ;  the  salaries  to  the  teaehers  of  colored  schools 
amounted  to  $4,956.01 ;  the  average  salary  paid  each  teacher  in  the 
county,  including  assistants,  was  $420.  This  amount  may  seem  large, 
when  compared  with  former  years,  yet,  when  we  consider  the  cost  of  liv- 
ing and  the  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  teachers,  no  reasonable 
person  will  say  that  they  are  overpaid.  The  policy  of  the  Board  is 
to  employ  competent  teachers  and  give  them  fair  compensation  for 
their  services ;  if  indifferent  teachers  are  in  the  schools,  the  patrons 
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of  such  schools  have  a  right  to  grumble,  for  they  are  paying  for  that 
owhich  they  do  not  receive. 

The  value  of  school  property,  as  appraised  by  the  trustees  of  the 
various  schools  throughout  the  county  and  taken  from  the  inventories 
made  out  by  them,  is  $142,758.  This  includes  buildings,  $85,443  ; 
land,  $24,702  ;  scholars'  desks,  $15,500  ;  books,  $10,754;  stoves  and  fix- 
tures, $1,770;  blackboards,  $803;  wall-maps,  $638  ;  teachers'  desks, 
$597  ;  chairs,  $213  ;  and  other  items,  $2,285. 

Taking  this  statement  to  be  correct,  the  average  cost  of  each  school 
in  the  county,  exclusive  of  its  running  expenses,  would  be  about  $900. 

W.  M.  Isaac,  President  of  the  Board,  has  conducted  the  finances 
of  the  schools  for  the  past  year.  Though  harassed  by  the  caies  of 
private  business,,  the  admirable  manner  in  which  he  has  managed 
the  accounts  has  enabled  me  to  itemize  accurately  all  the  varied 
expense*  cf  the  different  schools.

It  is 
pleasant  to  b3  able  to  speak  well  of  our  teachers  in  general ;  in  schol- 
arship they  have  made  gratifying  progress,  which  at  the  same  time 
must  indicate  a  desire  for  the  right  performance  of  their  duties. 

We  must  th  ink  von  for  vour  valuable  services  during  the  ses- 
sions  of  our  Institute,    We  feel  sure  much  good  was  done. 

I  will  nnv  answer  the  questions  in  your  circular: 

1.  Thi  only  change  in  the  appointment  of  School  Commissioners, 
which  I  conceive  would  be  an  improvement,  would  b2  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education.

Dear  Sir — In  submitting  our  annual  report  for  the  Centennial 
year  wo  have  few  remarks  to  make. 

As  the  Public  Schools  progress  each  year,  continually  becoming: 
more  and  more  efficient,  our  people  arc  recognizing  them  to  be  an 
iodispon sable  necessity  ;  and,  although  an  objector  may  be  occa- 
sionally met,  yet  no  one  who  respects  the  public  voice  now  Fcems 
willing  to  ii$.k  his  popularity  by  suggesting  acticn  of  any  scrt  for 
their  abolition. 

That  our  present  school  S3  stem  is  a  good  one,  comparing  favora- 
bly with  that  of  any  other  State  or  country,  all,  who  have  carefully 
studied  it,  freely  admit ;  that  it  is  wisely  and  faithfully  administered 
by  the  authorities  of  the  State  Boaidof  Education,  as  far  as  their 
means  will  allow,  is  not  seriously  questioned  ;  that  it  is  rapidly 
spreading  intelligence,  and  exerting  a  salutary  influence  upon  the 
rising  generation,  is  clearly  seen  in  a  visit  to  any  of  our  schools,  or 
on  entering  an  assembly  of  cur  children  anywhere;  but  that  the 
system  is  susceptible  of  imp:  ovement  by  judicious  amendments  none 
will  deny. 

In  response  to  your  qutrita  in  a  circular,  dated  the  19th  of  Octo- 
ber, wevfouli  le.'pcctfully  give  the  following  answers: 

1  We  cannot  f  ee  "any  need  for  a  change  in  the  manner  oT  ap- 
pointing School  Commissioners." 

2.  Seeing  no  need  for  a  change,  we  have  none  to  suggest.  Hav- 
ing considered  the  matter  in  ail  its  bearings  and  looked  in  every 
direction  within  our  limited  vision,  we  can  sec  no  power  to  appoint 
the  School  Comm'ssioners,  which,  in  our  opinion,  can  give  less  dis- 
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satisfaction  than  the  piesent  mode  of  appointment  by  the  Court,  in 
whose  hands  the  power  now  so  happily  rests.  Any  change  which 
would  bring  the  appointment  of  School  Commissioners  within  the 
circle  of  political  agitation — in  which  ignorance,  passion,  and  party 
prejudice  could  participate — would  be  detrimental,  and  might  prove 
disastrous. 

3.  We  conscientiously  believe  that,  instead  of  being  a  "help," 
the  "District  Trustees''  are  a  very  great  hindrance,  not  only  "on 
the  whole,"  but  in  almost  all  particulars.  We  think,  however,  that 
one  local  trustee,  tote  moderately  paid  for  his  services  and  held  re- 
sponsible,— whose  action  in  all  important  matters  should  be  subject 
to  approval  or  reversal  by  the  School  Commissioner  of  his  district, 
and,  in  cases  of  disagreement,  to  be  decided  by  a  suitable  umpire, — 
might  be  made  a  very  great  "help." 

4.  The  schools  of  our  county  are  cot  everywhere  "fully  and 
promptly  supplied  with  necessary  books  and  stationery."  The  law 
provides  for  the  imposition  of  a  book  fee,  to  raise  funds  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books,  &c  ,  while  it  releases  frcm  the  payment  of  this  fee 
all  pupils  who  elect  to  supply  themselves  with  books:  and  the  con- 
sequence is,  that  in  a  large  part  of  our  county,  nearly  all  the  pupils 
elect  to  supply  themselves,  which  veiy  few  of  them  ever  do  "fully 
and  promptly.'' 

5.  We  would  recommend  a  strict  adhei ence  to  but  one  mode  of 
supplying  bocks  ;  and  of  the  ta  o  modes  referred  to  in  the  4th  answer, 
we  would  prefer  thag  which  lequires  the  payment  of  the  book-fees, 
and  not  that  which  permits  the  pui  chase  of  books  by  the  pupils ; 
but  to  both  of  these  methods  there  are  serious  objections. 

Of  the  pupils  who  elect  to  buy  their  own  looks,  few  are  ever 
found  "fully  and  promptly  supplied ;"  and  of  those  who  elect  to  pay 
the  book-fees,  many  are  withheld  from  school  until  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Winter  Tmn  and  arc  withdrawn  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Spiing  Term,  often  for  no  other  reason  than  to  escape  tne  pay. 
ment  of  these  fees  for  the  terms  which  rpen  and  close  the  year ; 
and  thus  the  attendance  of  pupils  is  considerably  diminished. 

Much  the  best  method  of  supplying  looks,  &c,  and  perhaps  the 
cheapest  to  the  people,  in  our  opinion,  would  be  to  furnish  the  schools 
fully  and  economically  with  all  needful  supplies,  free  from  any  indi- 
vidual charges  to  the  pupils,  taxing  the  whole  property  in  the  coun- 
ty collectively  to  pay  the  expense;  and  not  until  then  can  we  with 
propriety  claim  that  we  have  an  entirely  free-school  system  in  opera- 
tion. 
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6  and  7.  No  steps  more  than  the  practice  of  rigid  economy  in  our 
expenditures,  and  our  forced  continuance  to  withhold  from  the  teach- 
ers and  other  laborers  in  the  work  a  just  compensation  for  their  ser- 
vices, have  been  taken  to  diminish  the  debt  of  the  School  Board, 
which,  however,  is  now  reduced  to  the  sum  of  $4,388.40,  which  sum 
is  all  that  remains  of  the  large  debt  contracted  some  years  ago,  but 
which  can  be  paid  at  any  time  by  resorting  to  the  County  School 
Fund,  nearly  the  sum  of  $11,000  of  which  remains  uncollected. 

In  conclusion,  we  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  past 
year  has  been,  in  many  respects,  a  clearly  apparent  improvement 
on  previous  years  ;  that  the  grade  of  our  schools  is  higher ;  that  the 
classification  of  pupils  is  becoming  systematic ;  that  the  standard  of 
qualification  of  our  teachers  is  rising ;  that  our  Teachers'  Associa- 
tions and  Institutes  are  more  highly  appreciated;  and  that  all 
classes  of  our  people,  on  frequent  occasions,  manifest  cordial  appro- 
val of  all  judicious  measures  discussed  to  secure  ample  support  to  the 
Public  Schools.

Dear  Sir — In  transmitting  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
schools  of  Cecil  County,  we  have  nothing  of  special  interest  to  re- 
port. Th?  schools  have  been  kept  open  for  three  terms  only,  owing 
to  the  s'ate  of  our  fund?,  and  the  large  outlay  for  this  and  the  past 
year  for  ne  w  school  houses.  Some  of  the  schools  have  been  kept  open 
for  the  Sum.mer  Term,  by  the  teachers,  as  subscription  schools,  the 
School  Commissioners  giving  them  the  use  of  the  houses,  books,  &c, 
free. 

In  accordance  with  the  set  of  the  Legislature,  the  Board  of 
County  School  Commissioners,  used  bonds  for  the  redemption  of  our 
indebtedness,  and  up  to  the  30th  of  September,  you  will  see  by  the 
financial  statement,  how  much  has  been  paid,  and  how  much  we 
were  then  in  debt  We  are  happy  to  say,  that  at  this  time,  the 
whole  amount  of  our  liabilities,  except  current  expenses,  has  been 
paid,  and  for  the  first  time  in  many  years  we  are  free  from  that 
burden. 

The  teachers  of  the  county  have  fulfilled  their  duty  with  consid- 
erable zeal  and  fidelity,  and  we  think  are  making  progress  in  the 
work.  The  method  of  classification  has  given  material  aid,  facilita- 
ting the  labors  of  the  school  room. 

The  large  amount  of  interest  charged  in  our  account  is  due  to 
rsome  arrears  in  former  years,  and  we  contemplate,  with  pleasure, 
the  fact  that  this  item  will  be  obliterated  from  our  accounts  in  the 
future.  It  is,  however,  a  subject  of  regret  that  the  County  levy, 
both  for  the  past  and  present  year,  will  hardly  enable  us  to  keep  the 
•schools  open  for  the  whole  time  of  four  terms. 
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There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the  School 
Districts,  and  the  whole  count  yis  now  so  arranged  into  districts  as 
to  require  no  changes  in  the  future,  except  such  as  are  incident  to 
all  communities. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiries  of  your  circular,  I  would  answer, 
1.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  most,  if  not  all  the 
Commissioners,  that  the  present  method  of  appointing  the  Commis- 
sioners is  the  best  that  we  have  ever  tried ;  and,  except  to  extend 
the  term  for  which  the  appointment  is  made  to  four  years,  there 
is  no  change  that  we  would  suggest  at  the  present  time.  In  this, 
you  see,  I  have  answered  the  second  question. 

3.  There  are  many  objections  to  the  Trustee  system,  but  after  a 
careful  review  of  the  whole  subject,  we  believe  the  system  will  do 
well,  and,  even  now  with  all  the  drawbacks,  is  a  help. 

4.  The  schools  of  the  county  are  fully  and  promptly  supplied 
with  all  the  books  used.  I  would  state,  however,  that  there  is  need 
of  much  care  on  this  subject,  as  some  of  the  schools  require  a  great 
many  more  books  than  others  of  the  same  class  and  numbers.  No 
change  at  present. 

6.  The  Legislature  gave  authority  to  our  County  Commissioners 
to  issue  bonds  for  cancelling  our  debt;  and  they  have  availed  them- 
selves of  that  privilege,  and  have  paid  the  School  Commissioners, 
up  to  this  time,  §20,000.  The  amount  of  our  indebtedness  on  the 
30th  of  Septembsr,  was  $7,930.36,  all  of  which  was  paid  off  the  3d 
of  November,  and  we  are  now  clear  of  debt,  except  current  expenses. 
I  would  also  state  here  that  we  have  been  able  promptly  to  pay  the 
last  quarter's  expenses,  amounting  to  $8,397.63. 

AVe  have  nothing  further  to  communicate,  except  to  express  our 
earnest  desire  for  the  continued  success  of  the  public  system  of  in- 
struction in  our  own  county  and  throughout  the  whole  State,  and  that 
the  time  may  speedily  come  when  Maryland  will  be  equal  to  any 
State  in  the  condition  of  her  public  schools.

Bear  Sir: — In  reply  to  the  questions  contained  in  your  circular 
of  Oct.  10,  I  would  say  : 

1.  That  there  is  no  need  of  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appointing 
School  Commissioners,  and  no  desire,  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
.this  county,  for  a  change. 

2.  If  such  a  need  existed,  from  unconstitutionality  of  the  present 
mode,  appointment  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  from  a  full 
list  of  suitable  persons,  named  by  the  Board  of  County  Conimis 
sioners  or  the  Orphans'  Court,  would  be  the  most  satisfactory  mode. 
There  is  no  desire  for  elective  Commissioners. 

3.  In  some  districts,  the  Trustees  are  a  help,  in  others,  a  hin- 
drance, on  the  whole,  they  do  less  harm  than  formerly,  and  might  be 
allowed  to  remain. 

4.  Books  are  furnished  promptly  and  freely  to  the  schools,  but  are 
not  purchased,  in  all  cases,  as  readily  as  they  should  be  by  the  pa- 
rents of  the  pupils. 

5.  The  only  improvement,  would  be  to  make  the  books  either 
free  or  so  very  low  in  price,  by  the  Board  sustaining  a  part  of  the 
cost  of  the  books,  that  a  full  supply  would  be  found  in  every  school, 
at  very  low  price,  so  that  penurious  men  might  not  have  the  power 
of  retarding  their  own  children's  progress  in  their  studies,  by  refus- 
ing to  pay  for  the  needed  books. 

The  weekly  reports  have  been  adopted  by  our  Board  and  are  in  use- 
in  the  county.

Dear  Sir: — The  School  Board  of  Frederick  county  has  encoun- 
tered many  trying  difficulties  in  the  efforts  to  discharge  their  re- 
sponsible duties  that  have  devolved  upon  it,  during  the  past  year. 
Though  some  mistakes  have,  doubtless,  been  made,  and  much  has 
remained  undone  that  would  have  been  accomplished,  had  the 
means  been  provided  necessary  to  a  full  development  of  the  Educa- 
tional interests  of  the  county,  we  feel  that  much  has  been  done  in 
the  right  direction. 

Finding  a  heavy  debt  resting  upon  the  Board,  and  that  the  suc- 
cess of  the  public  schools  was  impossible  while  this  debt  existed,, 
the  Board  set  earnestly  to  work  to  obtain  relief,  and  by  closing  the 
schools  at  the  end  of  the  Spring  Term,  together  with  the  aid  re- 
ceived from  the  County  Commissioners,  the  debt  has  been  nearly 
cancelled.  In  the  meantime,  many  of  the  school  houses  have 
grown  from  bid  to  worse,  until  we  find  ourselves  confronted  with 
the  fact,  that  new  school  houses  must  he  built,  and  large  sums  ex- 
pended in  the  repair  of  old  ones.  And  this  too,  without  any  pros- 
pect of  an  increase  in  our  receipts.  Tbe  question  that  naturally 
presents  itself  is,  how  is  this  to  be  accomplished,  without  contract- 
ing another  debt,  or  reducing  the  expenses  of  running  the  schools? 

The  alternative  of  reducing  the  expenses  of  running  the  schools, 
involves,  necessarily,  a  reduction  of  teachers'  salaries,  which  even 
now,  afford  but  a  poor  compensation  for  the  services  rendered. 
We  would  suggest  that  the  school  Law  be  so  amended,  as  to  require 
the  counties  or  State,  to  provide  a  separate  fund  for  building  and 
repairs,  in  addition  to  that  already  provided  for  the  support  of  the- 
public  schools. 

In  answer  to  special  interrogatories,  propounded  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  in  his  circular  letter  of  October 
19th,  18TG,  I  would  say: 

1.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  need  for  a  change  in  the  manner  of 
appointing  School  Commissioners,  for  the  several  counties  of  the 
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State.  My  judgment  is,  that  the  present  mode  of  appointing  said 
Commissioners  is,  perhaps,  the  best  that  can  be  suggested,  or  de- 
vised. 

The  high  character  Jof  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  our 
State,  their  independence  of  partisan  influence,  by  reason  of  the 
length  of  their  tenure  of  office,  together  with  the  importance  and 
dignity  of  the  position  occupied  by  them,  render  them  not  only 
safe,  but  in  every  respect  the  proper' persons  to  be  entrusted  with 
the  duty  of  appointing  County  School  Commissioners 

Again,  the  Circuit  Court  being  the  highest  authority  known  in 
the  county,  an  appointment  by  this  authority  carries  with  it  an 
implied  compliment  and  dignity,  which  induce  a  class  of  gentlemen 
to  accept  of  these  positions,  -who  would  not  think  of  contending  for 
them  in  the  ususal  way  of  obtaining  political  appointments,  es- 
pecially when  we  consider  the  merely  nominal  compensation  at- 
tached to  the  office. 

Again,  upon  the  theory  which  the  State  appears  to  have  assumed 
of  educating  the  children  thereof  as  her  wards,  it  would  appear  to 
be  most  appropriate  that  the  Courts  be  authorized  to  appoint  the 
Trustees  of  these  wards,  as  in  other  cases. 

2.  The  second  interrogatory  is  answered  in  the  foregoing. 

3.  The  District  Trustees  operating  within  the  scope  and  sphere 
of  their  duties,  as  prescribed  by  law,  are  found  to  be  an  efficient 
help  in  administering  the  Public  School  Law. 

Without  these  Local,  or  District  Trustees,  the  details  of  the  actual 
running  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  of  building,  repairing,  &c, 
must  needs  devolve  upon  the  Board  of  County  School  Commis- 
sioners, either  in  their  collective  capacity,  or  upon  committees  of 
members  of  the  Board  appointed  for  this  purpose,  either  of  which 
would  be  impracticable  unless  such  salaries  be  given  to  County 
School  Commissioners  as  will  justify  them  in  giving  their  time  and. 
attention  to  all  these  matters. 

4.  To  the  fourth  interrogatory  propounded,  my  reply  is,  that  the 
schools  in  the  county  are  fully  and  promptly  supplied  with  necessary 
books  and  stationery,  under  the  system  adopted  by  the  Board. 

5.  Under  the  fifth  interrogatory,  I  would  suggest,  that  if  the  Pub- 
lic School  Law  of  the  State  were  changed,  so.  as  to  make  it  com- 
pulsory upon  all  parents  and  guardians  of  pupils,  who  possess  the 
pecuniary  ability  to  purchase  of  the  County  Board,  (or  elsewhere), 
all  necessary  books,  and  stationery,  as  prescribed  by  the  County 
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Board, — the  county  furnishing  books,  &c,  to  those  who  are  notable 
to  pay, — the  fact  of  such  inability  to  be  certified  by  the  Board  of 
District  Trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  it  is  believed  it  would 
effect  a  large  saving  to  the  counties,  in  the  matter  of  books  and  sta- 
tionary. Besides,  there  wrould  be  an  important  point  effected  in 
the  education  of  children,  in  having  them  taught  to  care  for  their 
books,  &c,  as  their  oiun  projierty. 

6.  To  the  sixth  interrogatory,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  in- 
debtedness of  the  Board  of  this  county  has  been  nearly  all  paid. 
The  mode  adopted  to  effect  this  was,  to  close  the  schools  at  the 
end  of  the  Spring  Term,  and  to  apply  the  surplus  of  the  balance  of 
the  year's  receipts,  to  the  payment  of  the  indebtedness.  An  appro- 
priation was  also  made  by  the  County  Commissioners,  under  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  of  $5,000,  of  which  amount 
$4,793.33  has  been  received  and  applied  in  the  same  way. 

7.  The  exact  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  Board  of  County 
School  Commissioners,  of  Frederick  county,  on  the  30th,  of  Septem- 
ber, 1S7G,  not  counting  the  current  salary  of  teachers  for  the  month 
•of  September  as  i  indebtedness,  was  $4,619.91.

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Garrett  county,  fcr 
the  year  ending  September  30th,  187G,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted.  ( 

We  regret  very  much  that  we  were  unable  to  keep  the  Schools 
open  longer  than  5  months  during  the  year,  notwithstanding  the 
law  contemplates  10  months  and  provides  a  penalty  when  the  term 
is  less  than  seven  and  one-half  months. 

The  expenses  for  the  year  were  $21,632.86;  the  receipts  were 
$19,206.06,  which  shows  the  expenses  to  be  in  excess  of  the  re- 
ceipts by  $2,366.80,  add  to  this  the  indebtedness  of  last  year  $5,- 
253.32,  and  we  have  $7,020.12,  as  shown  in  Summary  Statement ; 
part  of  this,  however,  has  recently  been  paid. 

The  tabular  statement  shows  the  expenses  of  each  school.  The 
Summary  Statement  shows  the  total  receipts  and  disbursements. 
The  amount  of  interest  and  discount  is  larger  than  usual,  on  account 
of  loans  of  the  bank,  and  paying  interest  on  teachers'  salaries  for 
the  winter  term. 

Since  we  have  been  a  county,  our  School  Board  has  built,  to  meet 
the  urgent  necessities,  13  houses,  bought  2  and  enlarged  1,  the  total 
cost  being  §8,025.5G.  During  the  year  wc  built  6  houses,  costing 
$4,429.23;  upon  this  amount  we  have  paid  $2,791.73,  and  upon 
houses  built  the  previous  year  have  paid  $1,095.07,  making  $3,886.- 
80,  as  shown  in  the  Summary  Statement. 
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We  have  frequently  been  asked  the  question,  ''Why  does  Garrett 
'county  receive  her  State  appropriation  with  Allegany  and  not  sepa- 
rately?"   This  will  require  explanation. 

The  money  we  receive  from  the  State  is  divided  into  three  funds, 
as  follows :  The  State  School  Tax,  the  Free  School  Fund  and 
the  Academic  Fund.  The  State  School  Tax  is  divided  among  the 
several  counties  and  city  of  Baltimore  in  proportion  to  their  re- 
spective population  between  the  age  of  5  and  20  years.  The  Free 
School  Fund  is  made  up  of  several  other  funds,  and  is  divided 
among  the  counties  in  proportion  to  the  white  population.  The 
Academic  Fund  is  a  douation  of  the  State,  the  amount  being 
$1,200  for  each  county.  This  fund  is  intended  for  high  schools;  but 
in  counties  where  there  are  no  such  schools  it  is  u?ed  for  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  county. 

Before  the  first  two  fuuds  could  be  divided  between  the  two  coun- 
ties it  was  necessary  for  the  Comptroller  to  know  the  population  as 
mentioned  above,  but  he  having  no  official  returns  of  the  kind  it 
was  necessaiy  for  the  School  Boards  to  appoint  a  committee  to  pre- 
pare a  basis  from  the  census  of  1870,  upon  which  the  funds  could  be 
divided  as  between  the  two  Boards.  The  secretaries  of  the  two 
Boards  were  directed  to  attend  to  the  matter,  and  the  basis  then 
prepared  is  still  used  for  the  proportioument  of  the  funds. 

An  Act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  at  the  January  session 
1874,  giving  the  County  Commissioners  authority  to  have  the  census 
of  the  county  taken,  but  the  Commissioners  have  not  as  yet,  exer- 
cised that  authority. 

Th*  State  School  Tax  is  paid  in  four  installments  at  different 
times  in  the  year;  and  when  a  county  fails  to  keep  her  schools  open 
for  at  least  7-|-  months  it  forfeits  the  April  installment,  or  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  State  Tax. 

Our  Taxes  for  the  past  year  were  120  cents  on  the  $100,  and 
while  they  are  so  high  there  is  little  hope  of  having  the  levy  for 
Public  Schools  increased ;  and  if  it  were  for  any  other  purpose  than 
Public  Schools  we  would  hesitate  to  ask  it,  for  there  are  very  few 
counties  in  the  State  that  pay  as  heavy  a  School  Tax  as  Garrett,  in 
proportion  to  her  am  >unt  of  taxable  property.  The  rate  of  School  Tax 
for  the  past  year  was  24§  cents  on  the  §100,  which  is  twice  as  much 
as  Allegany,  Calvert,  Carroll,  Frederick,  Prinee  George's,  St.  Mary's 
or  Somerset  pays.  By  reference  t3  the  last  report  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  we  find  that  Cecil  is  the  only  count}'  in  the 
State  that  pays  as  many  cents  on  the  $100  as  Garrett  for  school 
purposes. 
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To  compare  Garrett  county  with  one  of  the  other  counties — Alle- 
gany for  example — we  find  that  Allegany  receives  from  the  State 
and  county  $47,904.72  ;  Garrett  receives  for  the  same  period,  from 
the  State  and  county,  $15,643.19.  Allegany  educates  6,236  chil- 
dren, Garrett  county  2.937,  nearly  half  as  many  as  Allegany  and 
receives  less  than  one-third  as  much  money  :  yet  we  have  kept  the 
schools  open  as  long  as  Allegany,  excepting  last  winter. 

The  territory  of  the  county  is  so  great  that  the  children  can  not 
be  accommodated  with  less  than  73  schools  and  80  teachers.  The 
greatest  number  of  children  yet  enrolled  is  2,937;  this  number  of 
pupils  could  be  taught  by  50  teachers,  and  we  would  thereby  save 
the  expenses  of  thirty  teacher;  but  under  the  circumstances  we 
are  obliged  to  employ  teachers  where  the  average  is  very  low. 

The  first  two  years  we  kept  the  schools  open  7  J  months  ;  the  next 
year  5  months  ;  and  when  the  last  levy  was  made  we  submitted  a 
statement  to  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  showing  what 
amount  would  be  required  for  the  present  year  to  keep  the  schools 
open  5  months  as  they  desired  This  estimate  was  $9,100  ;  and 
this  amount  is  net  a  dollar  more  than  would  be  required  for  two 
terms  or  5  months  ;  yet  they  gave  us  a  levy  of  only  $6,000.00. 
They  claim,  however,  that  they  levied  $8,500.00  for  Public  School 
purposes,  which  may  be  explained  as  follows: 

In  the  month  of  January,  1876,  we  called  upon  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners  and  submitted  the  accounts  of  the  collectors 
of  1873  and  '74,  showing  that  there  was  still  due  us  from  the  levy 
of  1873,  $2,500.  The  Board  thereupon  gave  us  their  notes  for 
$2,499.00,  being  three  notes  of  $833.00  each.  The  proceeds  of 
these  notes  are  given  in  the  Summary  Statement. 

When  we  opened  the  fchools  the  first  year  our  calculations  were 
based  upon  the  levy  of  $11,000.00,  and  the  expenses  which  con- 
sumed this  amount  were  really  incurred  the  first  scholastic  year ; 
therefore  the  notes  of  $2,499  00  cannot  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
levy  for  the  present  year. 

As  we  stated  before,  wo  forfeit  the  April  installment  by  closing 
our  schools  before  the  expiration  of  7J  months,  but  this  loss  is; 
trifling  when  compared  with  the  loss  the  children  sustain.  The 
thought  of  three  thousand  children  (who  are  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  Free  Public  Schools  for  their  education)  growing  up  in 
ignorance,  ought  to  be  enough  to  awaken  any  Board  of  County 
Commissioners  to  a  higher  appreciation  of  Education  than  that  ex- 
emplified in  the  recent  levy  of  si x  thousand  dollars. 
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We  believe,  in  this  progressive  age,  that  we  fall  far  below  the 
standard  when  we  value  the  education  of  three  thousand  children 
at  six  thousand  dollars. 

We  believe  that  every  county  should  educate  her  children,  whether 
the  taxes  be  high  or  low  ;  and  we  believe  that  when  there  is  a  re- 
duction to  be  made  of  the  county  taxes,  it  should  not  be  taken  from 
the  School  Tax,  as  has  been  the  case  of  Garrett  county.  We  be- 
lieve that  a  large  majority  of  the  people  of  the  county  are  friends 
of  the  Free  Public  Schools,  and  willing  to  pay  the  taxes  necessary 
for  their  support. 

The  improvement  of  our  schools  depends  entirely  upon  the  im- 
provement of  our  teachers ;  and  the  improvement  of  our  teachers 
depends  upon  the  length  of  time  we  furnish  them  employment. 
Hence,  to  close  the  schools  before  the  end  of  7-J  months,  is  to- 
paralyze  the  whole  school  system.  Our  best  teachers  will  leave  the 
county,  or  abandon  the  profession  ;  and  our  schools  will  be  taught 
by  persons  who  have  no  interest  in  the  work  more  than  to  employ 
a  few  months  in  the  winter  season  for  the  want  of  something  else  to 
do.  The  result  will  be  that  our  schools  will  gradually  decline  until 
they  are  unworthy  the  support  of  the  people. 

Looking  at  these  facts,  which  will  be  admitted  by  all  persons  of 
intilligence,  we  cannot  help  repeating,  that  we  heartily  regret  our 
inability  to  prevent  the  results  which  must  inevitably  follow. 

Unless  the  levy  for  school  purposes  next  year  is  more  liberal,  we 
cannot  promise  any  improvement  upon  the  present  condition .  We 
trust,  however,  that  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  will  place 
a  higher  estimate  upon  the  educational  interests  of  the  county  in  the 
future  than  they  have  in  the  past. 

We  have  made  this  report  lengthy  in  order  that  the  people  of  the 
county  may  fully  understand  our  present  condition,  and  know  the 
causes  which  led  to  the  curtailment  of  the  School  Term,  feeling 
confident,  when  considering  the  many  disadvantages  with  which  we 
have  had  to  contend,  that  the  public  will  sustain  us  in  the  belief 
that  we  have  d^ne  the  best  possible.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Garrett 
county  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1876,  is  hereby  respect- 
fully submitted. 

On  the  formation  of  the  county  in  1873,  and  the  organization  of 
the  Board,  they  found,  in  order  that  all  parts  of  the  county  should 
enjoy  equal  educational  advantages,  a  necessity  for  additional  school 
houses,  and  they  addressed  themselves  to  remedy  this  want.  Since 
then  they  have  built  and  provided,  amply  furnished,  15  school 
houses  at  a  cost  of  $3,025,56,  upon  reasonable  assurance  from  year 
to  year,  that  the  County  Commissioners  would  levy  an  amount  in 
addition  to  that  required  to  run  the  schools,  sufficient  to  pay  thij 
off.  But,  for  reasons  satisfactory  alone  to  themselves,  they  uniformly 
ignored  the  wants  of  the  schools  in  this  respect,  and  have  not  levied 
enough,  which,  with  the  State  appropriation  to  run  the  Schools 
seven  and  one-half  months. 

To  reduce  this  indebtednesness,  thi  Board  last  spring,  deemed  it 
best,  in  view  of  the  discouraging  out-look  from  the  present  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  to  close  the  Schools  at  the  end  of  five 
months. 

In  response  to  your  enquiries,  would  respectfully  say: 
1.  I  regard  the  present  system  of  appointing  School  Commission- 
ers as  the  safest  for  the  ends  contemplated. 

3.  The  aid  of  Trustees!  when  selected  with  care,  I  think  an  ad- 
vantage. 

4.  By  the  system  adopted  by  our  Board  the  schools  are  amply 
and  promptly  supplied  with  books. 

G.  Would  respectfully  refer  you  to  the  foregoing,  and  state,  (to* 
reduce  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board),  they  omitted  the  Spring  term. 

7.  The  exact  amount  of  indebtedness  on  Sept.  30th,  1876,  appears 
as  a  balance  in  the  Summary  Statement  herewith  submitted,  viz  , 
$7,G20,12.

Bear  Sir. — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Public  Schools  of  Harford  county,  for  the  scholastic  year,  ending 
June  30th,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30th,  1876.  The 
schools  were  open  only  three  terms,  excepting  the  High  School  and 
Bel  Air  graded  school,  which  were  open  four  terms.  This  action  has 
caused  so  much  discontent,  however,  that  for  the  present  year  the 
two  schools  above  mentioned  will  run  only  three  terms,  thus  placing 
them  upon  the  same  ground  as  the  county  schools.  The  accompan}-- 
nying  report  is  defective  in  several  particulars.  The  balance  of  cash 
as  stated  in  the  report  for  1 874— "75,  was  §545,81  ;  the  true  balance  as- 
found  by  a  careful  revision  of  the  books,  was  $737.70,  upon  which 
balance  I  have  based  my  report.  The  cost  of  books  furnished  each, 
school  has  been  emitted,  because  (most  of  the  books  having  been  fur- 
nished before  the  present  Board  came  into  office,)  no  records  exist 
from  which  a  true  account  could  be  rendered.  I  would  say,  however, 
that  such  steps  were  taken  at  the  opening  of  this  scholastic  year  as 
will  ensure  a  correct  report  at  its  close. 

The  difference  between  the  amounts  paid  for  fuel,  &c,  and  the 
footings  of  several  columns,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  bills  had  been  al- 
lowed to  accumulate  for  past  years,  and  it  was  impossible  to  designate 
the  schools  to  which  the  articles  went.  The  report  has  been  made  as 
full  and  exact  as  the  condition  of  our  affairs  would  allow. 

The  examination  of  the  books  and  accounts  occupied  more  than  two 
months  from  January  1st,  and  this,  together  with  the  time  necessarily 
spent  in  the  management  of  the  large  debt,  will  satisfactorily  explain  the 
very  small  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Examiner. 

The  Board  at  present,  labors  under  many  difficulties.  Thirty-eight, 
(38)  per  cent,  of  the  levy  of  1875,  was  unpaid  on  Sept.  30th,  and 
there  seems  to  be  little  prospect  of  an  early  settlement.    The  necessary 
expenses  for  the  past  year  cannot  be  paid  until  this  money  is  collected.

The  County  Commissioners  declined  to  levy  for  the  present  year 
more  than  |the  10  cents  allowed  by  law,  and  if  this  small  amount 
is  not  promptly  paid  the  Board  will  be  much  behind  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  opinion  seems  to  rrevail  among  the  collectors,  that  "school 
money"  should  be  paid  last  of  all  and  should  bear  all  insolvencies,  over 
payments  on  roads.  &c.  Some  means  should  surely  be  devised  by 
which  the  Board  could  calculate  with  some  degree  of  certainty  upon 
its  receipts. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  has  but  two-thirds,  (§)  as  much 

from  the  county  this  year  as  last,  and  has  the  same  amount  of  work  to 

do  with  it,  the  salaries  have  been  temporarily  reduced.    This  has 

been  dona  in  the  following  manner  :

And  two  dollars  per  average  scholar  until  the  maximum  is  reached. 
In  answer  to  your  questions,  I  would  say : 

1.  That  no  method  of  selecting  School  Commissioners,  has  yet  been 
proposad,  which  is  not  open  to  more  serious  objections  than  can 
possibly  be  urged  against  the  present  mode. 

3.  If  the  power  of  appointing  teachers  was  vested  in  the  Board  of 
School  Commissioners,  and  the  confirmatory  in  the  District  Trustees, 
if,  in  other  words,  the  powers  of  the  two  Boards  under  the  State  Law 
were  interchanged,  a  great  improvement  woulJ  be  effected,  as  we  would 
then  have  a  system  of  permanent  teachers.  The  District  Trustees  are, 
however,  a  necessity  as  they  are  able  to  protect  school  property  and 
to  regulate  the  schools  much  better  than  the  Board  of  Commissioners 
possibly  could. 

4.  The  matter  of  books  and  stationery  is  just  now  in  lather  an  un- 
settled condition  in  this  county.  The  Board,  in  order  to  save  expense, 
is  using  in  the  schools  the  books  which  were  thrown  out  when  a  change 
was  effected  in  1874.  When  a  decision  is  reached  in  the  matter  of 
books,  we  will  have  a  good  and  thoroughly  effective  system. 

5.  "When  the  present  Board  came  into  office,  January  1st,  187G,  the 
books  and  accounts  were  carefully  examined  by  the  present  Secretary, 
and  an  expert  employed  for  the  purpose,  by  whom  a  report  was  made 
which  was  accepted  by  the  Board.  In  April,  the  Couuty  Commission- 
ers were  requested  to  fund  the  debt  under  an  Act  passed  by  the  last 
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Legislature,  but  they  declined,  and  contented  themselves  with  levying 
.$6,322.92  to  pay  the  interest  and  a  portion  of  the  principal. 

The  total  amount  due  by  the  School  Commissioners  on  September 
30th,  was  $29,311.22,  including  interest,  of  which  $4,105.48  will  be 
paid  as  soon  as  the  money  now  due  from  the  county  can  be  collected, 
leaving  the  real  debt  of  the  Board,  $25,211.74,

Dear  Sir. — The  Annual  Report  of  Public  Schools  of  Howard  county^ 
for  the  year  ending  September   30th,  1876,  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted: 

Since  my  la'st  report  the  resignation  of  Dr.  J.  Avery  Shepherd  has 
caused  a  reorganization  of  our  School  Roard — Dr  James  T.  Williams, 
John  G.  Rogers  and  William  Clark  composing  the  present  Roard — 
Dr.  James  T.  Williams,  President.  These  gentlemen  are  alive  to  the 
importance  of  education,  fully  realizing  the  fact  that  teaching  is  not 
only  a  profession  of  responsibility,  but  one  demanding  the  highest  or- 
der of  talent  and  qualification,  and,  entertaining  this  view,  they  have 
constantly  aimed  to  elevate  the  educational  standard  by  a  more  rigid 
examination  of  teachers  each  year. 

The  Board  this  year,  hoping  to  stimulate  the  teachers  to  renewed 
efforts,  established  for  the  different  grades  a  salary  dependent  upon  a 
percentaljiverage  attendance  of  the  pupils  enrolled,  and  a  premium  of 
five  dollars  for  every  additional  amount  of  average  percentage  above  the 
maximum  standard— the  penalty,  a  loss  of  ten  dollars  from  salary  for 
every  five  per  cent,  below  the  maximum  down  to  fifty.  This  scale  has  been 
too  recently  established  to  speak  confidently  of  results,  but  as  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  determine,  its  effects  will  be  most  salutary,  for  it 
must  enlist  the  co-operation  of  the  most  effective  because  the  most  in- 
terested agents. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  our  statistics  show  an  increased  atten- 
dance, higher  average,  thorough  classification  and  a  more  comprehensive 
curriculum  than  heretofore  obtained.  During  the  year,  appropriations 
have  been  made  to  build  and  furnish  five  new  school  houses,  and  to  re- 
pair several  others,  all  of  which  you  will  find  in  report. 

Having  heretofore  found  it  impossible  for  our  colored  schools  to  make 
the  legal  average  during  the  Fall  Term,  the  Board  determined  to 
keep  the  colored  schools  open  but  three  terms,  and  to  apply  the  first 
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installment  of  the  apportionment  to  colored  schools  to  the  building  of 
two  new  houses  in  sections  of  the  county  where  no  accommodations 
could  be  secured. 

In  reply  to  the  interrogatories  contained  in  your  circular  of  Octo- 
ber 19th,  I  would  say  that  the  present  method  of  appointing  School 
Commissioners  has,  I  am  sure,  given  perfect  satisfaction,  and  if  con- 
stitutional, is  in  my  opinion  preferable  to  the  elective  plan.  Should 
the  law  however,  prove  unconstitutional,  I  would  beg  leave  to  suggest 
that  the  appointment  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Court  be  made  by  the 
Governor.  But  I  repeat  that  I  am  sure  the  present  method  gives  satis- 
faction. The  Judges  of  our  county  Courts  are  always  men  of  culture, 
perfectly  independent,  and  therefore  more  capable  of  making  judicious 
selections  than  the  people,  who  are  more  influenced  by  political  con- 
siderations than  eminent  qualification. 

The  District  Trustees  are  mostly  inefficient  ;  manifesting  little  or 
no  interest,  except  to  appoint  a  teacher,  who  in  many  instances,  is  in  no 
wise  acceptable  to  the  patrons  of  the  school,  and  they  sometimes  defy 
the  Couuty  Board  by  continuing  the  appointee  without  confirmations. 
I  should  be  very  glad  to  see  District  Trustees  abolished. 

Our  schools  are  fully  and  promptly  supplied  with  the  necessary 
books  under  the  system  adopted  by  the  Board. 

We  have  no  debt,  and  commenced  this  scholastic  year  with  a  small 
amount  on  hand. 

During  the  past  year,  we  were  compelled  to  borrow  small  sums  occa- 
sionally to  pay  the  teachers,  which,  however,  were  soon  paid.

The  large  amount  of  fuel  shown  for  several  of  the  schools  arises- 
from  the  fact  that  the  bills  for  two  years  appear  in  this  report,  for  those 
schools. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  schools,  without  sufficient 
blackboards  does  not  arise  from  any  decrease  in  the  number  of  square 
feet,  but  from  the  fact  that  what  was  at  one  time  considered  sufficient, 
does  not  now  so  appear. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  reason  for  a  change  in  the  method 
of  appointing  Sfchool  Commissioners,  and  a  return  to  the  method  of 
election  by  the  people,  would,  it  is  feared,  be  the  means  of  introducing 
partisan  politics  into  the  system. 

District  Trustees  are,  in  the  aggregate,  important  factors  in  the 
system,  and  where  the  law  requiring  their  organization  is  strictly  en- 
forced, their  efficiency  is  increased. 

The  Board  has  a  contract  with  a  bookseller  in  Chestertown,  to  keep 
the  books  used  in  the  schools,  and  to  sell  them  at  specified  prices 
The  books  are  also  kept  and  sold  at  the  same  prices  by  several  in  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  county.  The  pupils  are  as  fully  and  promptly 
supplied  as  they  would  be  under  any  other  than  an  absolute  free  book 
system.  Indigent  pupils  are,  under  a  certificate  from  the- District 
Boards,  supplied  by,  and  at  the  cost  of,  the  Board. 

On  the  thirtieth  day  of  September,  1816,  the  only  indebtedness  of 
the  Board  was  a  few  bills  for  coal,  which  had  not  been  presented  for 
payment,  and  the  sum  of  one  thousand  and  five  dollars,  on  account  of 
new  school  houses,  which  had  not  matured  under  the  contracts.  The 
suggestion  heretofore  made  is  renewed,  that  teachers  be  allowed  to 
swear  to  their  reports  before  the  chairman  of  the  District  Board, 
thereby  saving  them  much  inconvenience  and  some  expense.

Dear  Sir — We  have  nothing  specially  interesting  in  regard  to  our 
schools,  but  will  answer  printed  queries  with  pleasure. 

1.  In  our  opinion,  the  present  manner  of  appointing  County  School 
Commissioners  is  the  best  that  can  be  devised. 

2.  On  the  whole,  the  District  School  Trustees  are  a  help. 

3.  The  schools  in  Prince  George  counnty  can  be  fully  and  promptly 
supplied  with  the  necessary  books  and  stationery  under  the  preaent 
system,  which  we  have  adopted. 

4.  The  amount  of  bills  of  indebtedness  of  Board,  to  teachers  (inter- 
est thereon  not  computed)  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  County 
Treasurer,  for  advancements,  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  (interest 
not  computed);  Total,  $2,150.  Funds  set  aside  for  the  liquidation  of 
these  debts  are  the  dividends  of  County  Levy  for  the  years  1872,  '73, 
'74,  '75,  amounting  in  all  to  about  twelve  thousand  dollars  of  arrearages 
due  and  owing  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector  ;  also,  any  surplusage 
of  cash,  that  moy  remain  in  hands  of  School  Treasurer,  after  the  full 
payment  of  current  expenses  of  schools,  will  be  applied  to  same  pur- 
pose. 

We,  therefore,  confidently  hope  that  within  six  months  from  this 
date,  we  shall  be  able  to  pay  all  debts  and  therefore  to  conduct  the 
school  entirely  on  a  cash  basis. 

I  am  sorry  I  cannot  give  you  exact  figures  in  this  matter,  the  com- 
putation of  interest  forms  the  difficulty.

REPORT  OF  TITS 


QUEEN  ANNE'S  COUNTY. 

Hon.  R.  B.  CARMICHAEL,  President,  JAS.  W,  THOMPSON,  Secretary, 

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell, 

Dear  Sir — My  report  for  the  school  year,  just  closed,  is  ready  for 
your  inspection,  and  will  be  mailed  to  you  to-day.  As  you  do  not  de- 
sire any  information  upon  this  sheet  that  you  can  obtain  from  the 
Statistical  Report,  what  I  shall  say  will  be  brief : 

By  comparing  this  with  last  year's  report,  you  will  see  some  im- . 
provement.  Our  members  have  increased,  and  the  average  attendance 
of  scholars  is  greater,  though  by  no  means  as  great  as  it  ought  to  be. 
Our  financial  condition  is  better.  Some  of  the  Collectors  being  be- 
hind with  their  payments,  when  my  report  was  made  last  year,  there 
was  an  r.pparent  deficit  in  our  funds,  and  we  were  for  a  few  days  in 
debt,  (not,  however,  to  our  teachers.)  I  now  report  every  dollar  of 
that  temporary  debt  paid,  no  new  debt  in  any  quarter,  and,  to  the  credit 
of  the  County  Collectors,  every  dollar  of  the  County  Levy  in  our  favor 
settled.  This  has  never  been  the  case  before  when  my  annual  report 
was  sent  to  you.  Our  schools  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  Board 
has  thought  it  best  to  close  one  school  which  we  opened  last  year  as  an 
experiment,  which  did  not  succeed  as  we  expected  it  would;  but  on  the 
other  hand,  we  have  under  contract  a  school  house  in  Centrcville,  in 
which  we  expect  to  open  a  Female  Graded  School  in  January.  We 
have  needed  this  school  for  years,  but  as  our  motto  has  been  "pay  as 
you  go,"  wo  have  not  been  able  to  open  it  before.  The  larger  payment 
than  ever  before,  made  from  the  State  Treasury  in  July,  has  given  us 
means  to  make  this  much  needed  improvement.  The  house  when 
built  will  be  the  only  school  property  in  the  County  Town  belonging 
to  the  Board,  while  every  village  in  the  county  has  a  school  house. 
The  house  will  be  two-stories  high,  built  of  brick,  an  ornament  to  the 
town  and  a  credit  to  the  Board.  Since  my  last  report,  we  have  or- 
ganized a  County  Teachers'  association,  which  has  been  successful  be- 
yond my  most  sanguine  hopes,  and  I  would  advise  my  associates  of 
the  Board  of  County  Examiners,  if  they  have  not  already  formed 
such  association,  from  fear  of  failure,  to  make  the  experiment  and  I 
think  they  will  succeed.    We  hold  quarterly  meetings,  or  a  meeting, 
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at  the  end  of  each  term,  and  in  place  of  the  regular  term  meeting  in 
July  we  held  a  Teachers'  Institute.  We  were  greatly  disappointed 
when  we  learned  you  could  not  be  present  with  us  at  that  meeting,  and  no 
one  knows  as  well  as  myself  how  much  we  missed  you.  As  you  could 
not  be  here,  we  had  to  do  the  best  we  could  without  you,  and  had  to 
console  ourselves  with  the  hope  that  the  same  disappointment  would 
not  be  our  lot  in  the  future.  Our  corps  of  teachers  for  the  coming 
year  is  complete  with  the  exception  of  one  vacancy,  which  I  have  just 
learned  exists  in  one  school,  caused  by  one  of  our  lady  teachers  follow- 
ing your  advice  and  getting  married,  after  a  service  of  three  years  in 
the  profession.  I  hope  the  vacancy  will  be  filled  in  a  day  or  two.  Our 
colored  schools  are  improving,  We  have  a  better  class  of  teachers 
than  we  had  last  year,  and  with  better  teachers,  there,  will  necessarily, 
be  better  schools.  Our  finances  for  the  current  year  will  be  all  right, 
the  usual  annual  levy  having  been  made  for  that  interest.  Not  wish- 
ing to  be  tedious,  I  will  close. 

1.  "Is  there  any  need  for  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appointing 
School  Commissioners?"  In  my  opinion,  the  present  mode  is  the  very 
best  that  can  be  devised. 

2.  If  a  change  must  be  made,  I  think  the  power  of  appointment 
should  be  vested  in  the  County  Commissioners  or  Levy  Courts. 

3.  "Are  the  District  Trustees  a  help  or  a  hindrance,  on  the  whole?" 
I  cannot  answer  deciedly.  In  some  cases  one,  in  other  cases  the  other. 
It  depends  upon  the  character  of  the  men  we  can  induce  to  serve. 

4.  "Are  the  schools  of  your  county  fully  and  promptly  supplied 
with  necessary  books  and  stationery,  under  the  system  which  you 
have  adopted?"    They  are,  and  I  have  no  change  to  suggest. 

We  are  not  in  debt,  and  therefore  you  wish  no  other  answer  on  that 
subject. 

As  my  report  is  already  in  your  hands,  your  notice  fctiat  it  will  be 
due  on  the  15th  of  November  is  already  attended  to.

Prof.  M.  A.  Newell, 

Sir — In  submitting  this,  my  first  report,  since  assuming  the  grave  du- 
ties of  School  Examiner,  I  feel  inclined  to  say  little  else  than  what 
may  be  necessary  to  give  full  answer  to  the  questions  propounded  in 
your  circular  of  October  19th  ultimo. 

You  are  alread}'  acquainted  with  the  causes  \ hat  prevented  my 
sending  on  this  report  at  an  earlier  date.  They  could  not  have  been 
avoided  in  my  case,  and  probably  are  such  as  must  be  met  with  under 
the  circumstances  ©f  so  sudden  and  unlooked  for  a  change  in  the  super- 
vision. Your  acquaintance  with  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  this 
count}-,  renders  it  scarcely  necessary  that  I  should  speak  of  the  bad 
condition  of  the  school  houses  generally,  of  the  slim  attendance,  and  of 
the  seeming  lack  of  appreciation  on  the  part  of  our  people  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  public  education  offered  them,  almost  without  price. 

I  think,  however,  that  I  am  safe  in  assuming  that  a  better  condition 
of  affairs  ii*  close  at  hand.  The  careful  husbanding  of  resources  that 
has  characterized  the  management  of  the  School  Board  heretofore,  the 
comparatively  large  balance  now  in  hand,  the  improvement  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  teacltrs  employed,  noticeable  for  some  years  past,  and  the 
awakening  interest  in  the  cause  of  education,  plainly  observable — these 
and  other  causes  conspire  to  give  me  a  hope,  well  grounded,  I  trust,  that 
our  public  school  system  may,  at  no  distant  date,  compare  at  least  not 
unfavorably  with  that  in  any  portion  of  the  State. 

I  answer  the  questioMS  propounded  in  circular,  as  follows : 

1  and  2.  "What  change,  if  any,  advisable  in  manner  of  appointing 
School  Commissioners.''  I  can  conceive  of  no  possible  change  for  the 
better  ;  the  present  mode,  taking  away  as  far  as  possible  the  appointment 
from  the  miserable  contamination  of  political  scramble  for  office,  to 
say  nothing  of  its  other  recommendations. 

3.  "Are  District  Trustees  a  help  or  a  hindrance  on  the  whole." 
My  short  experience  scarcely  qualifies  me  to  answer  advisedly,  though 
my  observation  undoubtedly  compels  me  to  the  opinion  that  many 
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schools  would  be  better  under  the  direct  charge  of  the  School  BoarJ, 
and  this  is  more  especially  the  case  with  the  colored  schools. 

4  and  5.  "Text-book  supply  to  schools.''  T  have  lately  undertaken 
to  introduce  a  better  supply  by  distributing  the  books  at  various  points 
in  the  county,  with  fair  hopes  that  a  proper  and  sufficient  supply  may 
be  insured  thereby  in  connection  with  very  low  prices. 

6  and  7.  "Debt  of  Board,"  The  School  Board  is,  and  intends  to 
remain,  entirely  and  absolutely  free  of  debt.

Dear  Sir  — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report  of 
the  scholastic  and  financial  condition  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Somerset 
county,  for  the  year  ending  May  31st  and  September  30th,  18TG. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  schools  were  closed  after  the  31st  of  May.  This 
was  owing  to  the  greatly  diminished  attendance  of  the  pupils.  Most 
of  the  farmers  of  this  county  are  engaged  in  trucking,  and  the  assist- 
ance of  the  children  is  required  at  home  during  the  month  of  June. 
While  it  is  admitted  that  a  vacation  of  three  almonths  is  most  too  long, 
yet  I  think  the  Board  acted  wisely  in  closing  the  schools  during  the 
month  of  June,  when  the  attendance  of  pupils  was  so  greatly  reduced. 

While  the  general  attendance  of  the  pupils  of  the  county  has  been 
*  fair,  yet  in  some  remote  districts,  where  the  parents  themselves  have 
not  had  the  advantages  of  education,  there  is  a  lamentable  want  of  ap- 
preciation of  the  benefits  and  blessings  conferred  by  the  Public  School 
system,  and  reason  and  persuasion  avail  but  little  in  remedying  the 
evil  of  irregular  attendance.  In  addition  to  three  High  and  five 
Grammar  Schools  that  are  now  accomplishing  very  much  in  the  work 
of  education,  the  Board  has  paid  twenty-nine  hundred  dollars  towards 
the  building  of  another  high  school,  located  at  Crisfield.  When  fin- 
ished, it  will  cost  over  five  thousand  dollars,  and  will  accommodate 
more  than  three  hundred  pupils,  and  while  it  will  be  an  ornament  to 
the  county,  it  will  be  another  evidence  of  the  growing  attachment  of  the 
people  to  the  Public  School  System.  Several  school  houses  are  now  in 
process  of  erection  and  it  will  not  be  long  before  every  section  of  the 
county  will  be  amply  provided  with  school  houses.  I  will  now  answer 
the  inquiries  contained  in  your  circular. 

1.  I  think  not.  I  know  of  no  way  of  keeping  their  appointment  as 
far  removed  from  politics  as  the  present  one. 

3.  A  difiicult  question  to  answer.  In  some  instances  they  are  of 
great  assistance — in  others  they  take  but  little  or  no  interest. 

4.  They  are.

Sir — I  Lave  the  honor  to  transmit,  herewith,  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  County  School  Commissioners  of  Talbot  county ,  for  the  schol- 
astic year  ending  July  7  th,  1876,  and  the  fiscal  year,  ending  September 
30, 1876. 

The  school  interest  in  the  couuty  is  generally  very  good.  The  col- 
ored schools  have  improved  very  rapidly  during  the  year.  We  have 
now  several  very  good  school  houses,  many  moderately  good  ones,  but 
still  very  many  small  and  indifferent  ones.  The  furniture  and  grounds 
in  most  instances  correspond  to  the  houses.  For  the  proper  accommo- 
dation of  our  white  schools  at  least  twenty  new  school  houses  are 
needed  to  take  the  place  of  those  that  arc  now  used ;  and  for  our  col- 
ored schools,  net  less  than  eight  new  houses  should  be  supplied  as  early 
as  the  funds  can  be  accumulated.  It  will  take  about  ten  years  to  pro- 
vide our  white  schools  with  ample  and  comfortable  school-room  accom- 
modation, and  for  the  colored  schools  five  years  will  be  required. 

During  the  year,  we  have  noticed  that  many  of  our  teachers  have 
made  advancement  in  the  way  of  clearer  and  more  comprehensive 
views  of  the  aims  of  education  ;  and  the  result  has  been  a  better  and 
more  satisfactory  use  of  methods.  The  Teachers'  Iustitute  held  in 
June,  1875,  contributed  very  greatly  to  this  improvement. 

We  opened  a  Normal  Institute  for  colored  teachers  in  September, 
1875,  which  was  entirely  under  my  direction,  until  the  resignation,  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  month,  of  the  principal  of  our  county  High  School 
in  Eastern.  After  the  resignation  of  Prof.  Miller,  the  School  Board 
could  cot  do  otherwise  than  assign  to  ine  the  duty  of  filling  the  vacancy 
in  the  County  High  School.  For  several  months  the  burden  of  teach- 
ing fell  upon  me,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  school  year  I  instructed 
the  classes  in  Greek,  Chemistry,  and  t'le  higher  Mathematics.  My 
days  were  devoted  to  teachirg,  and  my  office  work  had  to  be  done  at 
night.  I  could  not  visit  all  of  the  schools  in  the  county  twice  ;  but 
the  year,  to  me,  was  one  of  hard  and  constant  labor. 
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My  experience  as  a  teacher  in  our  county  High  School  impressed 
me  with  the  great  necessity  for  suitable  apparatus  for  instruction  and 
illustration  in  many  of  the  branches  taught.  I  had  to  teach  Chemis- 
try without  apparatus,  chemicals,  or  specimens.  We  have  three  high 
schools  in  our  county,  and  an  outlay,  for  these  three  schools  of  about 
three  hundred  dollars  for  apparatus,  specimens  and  charts  would  ren- 
der the  labors  of  both  teachers  and  pupils  more  easy  and  profitable. 

We  have  two  district  libraries,  one  under  the  control  of  the  County 
High  School  at  Easton,  and  the  other  under  the  control  of  the  District 
High  School  at  Trappe.  Both  of  them,  however,  are  neglected  and 
feadly  managed. 

To  your  circular  letter  of  October  19th,  18*76,  I  would  reply  : 

1  and  2  The  present  method  of  appointing  School  Commissioners 
has  been,  with  us,  marked  by  a  high  degree  of  judgment,  prudence, 
and  conservatism.  If  the  necessity  for  changing  the  method  of  ap- 
pointment were  to  arise,  the  appointing  power  should  be  lodged  in 
some  such  conservative  body  as  the  present.  What  we  want  in  the 
School  Law,  is  something  that  will  insure  harmony  and  stability  in 
its  general  operation.  What  it  lacks  in  perfection,  we,  ourselves, 
should  endeavor  to  supply  by  honesty  and  faithfulness  in  its  adminis- 
tration for  the  general  good. 

3.  From  the  beginning  of  our  public  schools,  our  people  have  been 
accustomed  to  the  system  of  District  Trustees,  and  would  not,  I  think, 
like  to  see  this  feature  of  the  law  changed.  The  School  Board  looks 
to  the  Trustees  for  such  information  concerning  the  schools  as  cannot 
be  supplied  by  the  teachers,  and;  in  this  way,  they  are  often  a  very 
great  help.  They  do  not  manifest  as  much  interest  in  the  schools  as 
they  should,  neither  do  they  perform  all  of  their  duties  equally  well ; 
but  such  duties  as  they  do  perform,  as  a  rule,  are  done  with  judgment 
and  excellent  sense. 

4-  and  5.  We  keep  on  hand,  in  our  office,  a  supply  of  books  and 
stationery,  and  the  Scerctary  distributes  them  to  the  schools,  white 
and  colored,  on  the  orders  of  the  teachers.  It  frequently  happens 
that  the  orders  of  the  teachers  are  sent  to  the  office  by  persons  who 
neglect  to  deliver  them,  and  sometimes  we  are  short  of  the  required 
number  of  some  particular  books  or  articles  of  stationery  ;  but  we 
think  that  we  may  say,  that  the  schools  are  fully  and  promptly  sup- 
plied with  necessary  books  and  stationery. 

G  and  *7.  We  have  contracted  no  permanent  debt.  There  have 
been  no  injudicious  outlays  on  the  part  ot  the  School  Board.  The 
expenditures  each  year  have  been  kept  a  little  within  our  estimated 
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receipts.  The  County  Commissioners  have  failed  to  pay  over 
money  levied  and  collected  for  school  purposes.  But  our  assets  at 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $13,751.95  more  than  our  in 
debtedness.  Our  assets  and  liabilities  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
stood  as  follows :

Dear  Sir : — We  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  School' 
Board  of  Washington  county,  for  the  year  ending  September  30th, 
1876.  In  this  Centennial  year  of  American  Independence,  it  would  be 
both  appropriate  and  interesting  to  accompany  this  report  with  a  re- 
view of  educational  matters  in  this  county,  but  we  regret  to  say 
that  a  full  review  could  only  be  compiled  with  such  an  amount  of 
labor,  as  we  find  it  impossible  to  give,  and  would,  in  the  end,  be  far 
from  satisfactory,  because  of  the  impossibility  of  procuring  the- 
necessary  official  data. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  fire  which  destroyed  our  Court 
House  in  1871,  destroyed  also  the  records  of  the  School  Bo;»rd,  and 
as  the  written  records  kept  in  this  office  were,  so  far  as  we  are  ad- 
vised, the  only  memorials  of  the  School  System  in  this  county,  the 
difficulty  of  compiling  statistics  of  our  schools,  previous  to  18G6 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy  and  completeness  will  be  at  once  ap- 
parent. 

We  do  not  regard  it  proper  in  a  local  report  to  notice  any  changes, 
of  the  low  effecting  the  general  system  of  schools,  and  the  effect  of 
such  changes  upon  the  practical  workings  of  our  system,  as  we  have 
full  confidence  that  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
will,  in  his  forthcoming  report,  treat  of  that  branch  of  the  subject 
with  his  usual  force  and  directness.  All,  therefore,  that  we  shall 
attempt  in  the  way  of  review  is  the  presentation  of  statistics  (which 
for  convenience  are  added  as  an  appendix)  showing  the  condition  of 
schools  in  186T  and  subsequent  years. 

We  think  that  these  statistics  will  present  gratifying  evidence  of 
progress,  so  far  as  mere  figures  ^an  indicate  educational  results,  and 
we  may  add  that  our  opinion,  based  upon  intimate  and  familiar 
knowledge  of  all  the  circumstances,  that  our  school  houses  are  gener- 
ally in  good  condition, well  supplied  with  furniture,  &c.,  that  our  teach- 
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ers  are  competent  and  efficient,  gradually,  but  surely  raising  the 
professional  standard  in  this  county,  and  that  our  schools,  them- 
selves, are  in  better  condition  than  at  any  previous  period,  will  be 
endorsed  by  the  concurrent  testimony  of  all  intelligent  observers. 

Coming  to  the  statistics  for  the  year  just  ended,  it  will  be  seen 
that  our  average  attendance  has  been  somewhat  increased,  notwith- 
standing a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  different  pupils.  We 
think  fair  inference  may  be  drawn  from  this  fact,  that  our  people 
are,  year  after  year  more  highly  appreciating  the  value  and  efficiency 
of  our  schools  and  when  we  state  the  additional  fact  that  this  aver, 
age  attendance  is  equal  to,  if  not  in  excess  of  the  average  in  the 
much  more  populous  counties  of  Baltimore  and  Frederick,  we  may 
be  pardoned  the  indulgence  of  reasonable  pride  in  our  schools. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remark  in  this  connection  that  we  anticipate 
a  still  larger  average  attendance  for  the  current  year,  and  this  ex- 
pectation is  based  upon  the  fact  that  our  average  for  the  lirst  week 
of  September  last  was  in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  whole  of  the 
first  term  in  1ST5.  Should  our  expectations  in  this  regard  be  real- 
ized, the  result  must  be  attributed  in  a  large  measure  to  certain  orders 
adopted  by  our  Board  last  summer,  which  required — 

First,  That  no  school  should  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  unless  there  existed  reasonable  certainty  of  securing  a 
minimum  attendance  of  fifteen  pupils. 

Second,  That  any  school  in  which  the  average  attendance  for  five 
consecutive  days  should  fall  below  ten  should  be  closed. 

Third,  That  even*  teacher  having  less  than  thirty  pupils  enrolled 
should  send  a  weekly  report  of  the  attendance  to  the  Board.  I  need 
scarcely  add  that  the  results  so  far,  have  fully  met  the  expectations 
of  the  Board  and  more  than  justified  the  wisdom  and  expediency  of 
the  rules.  Another  source  of  gratification  is  the  fact  that  during 
the  year  the  large  school  indebtedness  of  this  county  has  been  fun- 
ded and  the  Board  consequently  relieved  of  all  embarrassment  from 
that  quarter.  The  Legislature,  in  response  to  the  petition  of  the 
Board,  having  authorized  the  County  Commissioners  to  isssue  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  t  be  purpose  of  funding 
the  bebt  of  the  School  Board,  our  County  Commissioners  promptly 
issued  the  bonds,  which  were  as  promptly  taken  at  par  and  the  pro- 
ceeds turned  over  to  the  School  Board,  as  will  appear  in  our  finan- 
cial statement.  By  this  means  the  debt  of  the  Board  has  been  re- 
duced to  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-two  collars  and 
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thirty-nine  cents,  which  will,  in  all  probability,  be  fully  paid  during 
the  current  year. 

The  Board  has  made  appropriations  for  six  new  school  houses,  all 
of  which  will  be  fully  completed  by  the  15th  of  November  next. 

The  School  levy  for  the  year  ending  June,  18*7*7,  is  eighteen  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars,  two  cents  of  which,  as  already  intimated,  has 
been  appropriated  to  building  purposes. 

We  come  now  to  a  brief  consideration  of  the  questions  submitted 
in  a  circular  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  under  date  of  Octo- 
ber 19th,  18Y6. 

1.  "Is  there  any  need  for  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appointing 
School  Commissioners?" 

We  very  strongly  suspect  that  at  this  day  the  answer  of  an  "of- 
fice holder"  to  a  question  possibly  involving  his  tenure  of  office,  will 
be  received  by  the  general  public  with  some  degree  of  suspicion ; 
but  entertaining  the  opinion,  that  the  emoluments  of  the  office  of 
School  Commissioner  cannot  excite  envy  in  the  bosom  of  the  aver- 
age citizen,  we  verture  to  answer  the  question  in  accordance  with 
a  judgment,  founded  upon  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  whole 
subject.  We  do  not  think  there  exists  any  good  reason  for  a  change 
in  the  present  mode  of  appointing  School  Commissioners.  Leaving 
out  of  view  any  question  involving  the  Constitutional  power  of  the 
appointing  body,  we  speak  only  as  to  the  expediency  and  wisdom 
of  the  existing  manner  of  appointment.  We  think  the  present  mode 
the  proper  one,  for  several  reasons  : 

1.  The  appointing  power  is  conservative,  comparatively  perma- 
nent, and  yet  possesses  full  power  for  supplying  the  places  of  ineffi- 
cient officers.  Their  intelligence,  presumed  impartiality  and  dis- 
cretion, make  them  excellent  judges  of  the  fitness  of  the  appointees 
or  incumbents,  and  where  good  and  efficient  Commissioners  are  in 
office  they  may  be  retained  as  they  ought  to  be.  This,  we  regard  as 
the  fundamental  principal  of  civil  service  reform,  that  when  compe- 
tent and  honest  men  are  called  to  the  performance  of  purely  admin- 
istrative or  executive  duties  they  should  be  retained. 

2.  The  appointing  power  ought  to,  and  does,  in  this  county, 
select  Commissioners  from  both  political  parties,  so  as  to  secure  a 
representation  of  each  party  in  the  Board.  We  regard  this  as  a 
highly  important  feature,  but  shall  not  stop  to  discuss  its  advantages 
as  we  believe  them  to  be  apparent  to  every  thoughtful  person.

3.  Speaking  for  our  own  county  we  believe  the  great  majority  of" 
our  people  have  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  fairness 
of  the  appointing  body  and  do  not  desire  a  change  in  the  mode  of' 
appointment. 

4.  Other  modes,  such  as  appointment  by  the  County  Commis-- 
sioners  and  election  by  the  people,  have  been  tried,  and  having 
failed  to  give  satisfactory  results  were  abandoned. 

5.  Because  under  existing  laws  questions  relating  exclusively 
to  the  schools  are  kept  out  of  politics,  and  when  we  consider  the 
bad  repute  into  which  the  "Science  of  Government"  has  of  late  fallen, 
every  honest  friend  of  Free  Schools  may  well  pray  that  they  shall 
forever  be  divorced  from  the  control  of  demagogues. 

It  may  be  that  our  views  upon  the  subject  will  not  prevail  with 
the  next  Legislature,  or  that  there  exists  constitutional  inhibitions 
against  the  exercise  of  the  appointing  power,  now  vested  in  the  Cir- 
cuit Courts.  In  either  event  a  change  would  be  made,  and  as  you 
have  asked  cur  opinion  we  state  it  briefly,  as  follows:  "We  think 
the  most  satisfactory  mode  of  filling  the  office  of  School  Commis- 
sioners, in  the  event  of  a  change  from  the  present  mode,  would  be 
the  election  of  Commissioners  by  the  people  in  the  following  man- 
ner: 

Have  each,  county  laid  off  into  as  many  Commissioner  destricts. 
as  there  are  members  in  its  School  Board.  Let  a  Commissioner 
be  elected  from  each  Commissioner  District,  and  after  the  first  elec- 
tion let  the  mem1  ers  determine  by  lot  or  otherwise  the  tenure  of 
office,  so  that  one  Commissioner  only  retires  from  the  Board  each 
year  and  one  is  elected  to  take  his  place.  In  this  way  there  would 
always  remain  in  the  Board  gentlemen  familiar  with  the  practical 
details  of  the  school  system,  which  we  regard  as  a  great  disidera- 
tum. 

The  obvious  advontage  in  districting  the  county,  would  be  that 
the  electors  in  each  district  would,  in  all  probability,  be  personally 
acquainted  with  the  candidate,  and  so,  of  their  own  knowledge, 
would  be  able  to  form  a  just  opinion  as  to  his  fitness  for  the  posi-. 
tion. 

If  to  this  be  added  the  provision  that  the  election  be  held  in  the 
Spring,  when  political  questions  do  not  agitate  the  public  mind,  we 
should  have  results  comparatively  free  from  the  pernicious  influ- 
ences of  mere  partisanship. 

The  subject  presented  in  the  third  question  of  the  circular  seems 
to  bo  beset  with  difficulties    We  have  no  doubt,  however,  that

where  trustees  are  found  who  have  an  intelligent  comprehension  of 
the  duties  of  the  position,  and  who  manifest  such  interest  in  Public 
Education  as  will  lead  them  to  a  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of 
those  duties,  the  schools  must  he  benefitted  by  their  supervision. 

It  would  be  rather  a  humiliating  confession  to  say  that  such  men 
cannot  be  found,  and  yet  the  fact  is  that,  sometimes,  shall  we  say, 
frequently,  they  are  not  found. 

In  our  opinion,  there  ought  to  be  some  local  supervision  and  if  the 
general  experience  of  the  State  should  demonstrate  that  trustees 
are  a  hindrance  and  so  lead  to  an  abolition  of  the  office  some  pro- 
vision should  be  made  for  supplying  their  places.  Probably  one 
gentleman  of  character  and  intelligence,  would  better  discharge  the 
duties  of  visitor  and  supervisor  than  a  board  of  three,  as  now  gen_ 
erally  constituted. 

In  answer  to  the  fourth  question,  as  to  the  supply  of  books  and 
stationery  we  would  say  that  whilst  the  schools  of  our  county  are 
not  so  fully  and  so  promptly  supplied  as  they  ought  to  be,  we  can 
suggest  no  method  which,  in  these  days  of  economy  and  retrench- 
ment, would  be  more  acceptable  to  the  people. 

It  is  our  custom  to  furnish  books,  at  the  expense  of  the  county 
to  indigent  pupils  only,  all  others  being  left  to  supply  themselves 
at  their  uvn  expense,  and,  as  already  intimated,  we  can  suggest 
no  better  system,  unless  it  be  to  require  the  Board  to  furnish  all 
pupils  without  distinction,  at  the  expense  of  the  county.  Tothis^ 
we  apprehend,  tax-payers  generally  would  urge  serious  objection. 

The  question  with  regard  to  the  school  debt  having  been  already 
answered,  we  close  this  report  in  the  hope  and  confident  belief  that 
the  influences  and  agencies  everywhere  visible  in  educational  circles 
mark  the  dawn  of  an  era  of  unusual  prosperity  for  our  Public 
Schools,  and  that  our  future  progress  in  Public  Education  will  be 
commensurate  with  the  advancement  of  our  people  in  all  else  that 
pertains  to  the  highest  conditions  of  civilized  life.

Bear  Sir — The  Annual  Report  of  the  Eoarcl  of  School  Com- 
missioners of  Wicomico  county  for  the  last  school  and  fiscal  years 
-Is  herewith  submitted. 

In  response  to  your  queries  of  the  19th  of  October,  I  would  say: 
.  'Appointment  of  School  Commissioners. — If  there  is  any  need 
'  for  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appointing  School  Commissioners  in 
•this  county  I  have -been  too  dull  to  perceive  it,  nor  am  I  aware  of 
t&nj  desire  upon  the  part  of  the  people  for  a  change.    Waiving  the 
«  caRstitutional  objections  to  the  law,  I  can  conceive  of  no  better 
method  of  securing  good  and  efficient  school  officers  than  by  the  one 
m®w  provided,  namely:  the  appointment  by  the  judges  of  the  Circuit 
CJaurts.    No  persons  in  any  county  can  better  understand  the  needs 
<-cf  the  public  schools  and  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the 
men  who  should  control  them,  and  hence  no  class  of  men — certainly 
mot  the  great  body  of  voters — can  be  better  prepared  to  select  suit- 
-jible  men  for  School  Commissioners.    Accustomed  to  the  greatest 
- 'Calmness  and  deliberation,  and  called  to  the  observance  of  the 
-strictest  impartiality  in  all  their  judicial  duties,  it  is  fairly  to  be 
I  presumed  that  they  will  carry  the  same  spirit  to  the  performance  of 
•  ««rery  act  which  the  law  requires  of  them.    Holding  their  positions 
f-fjy  a  long  tenure,  and  removed  from  the  field  of  active  politics,  it  is 
i  are&sonably  to  be  inferred  that  party  or  personal  fealty  will  not  enter 
into  the  consideration  of  their  appointments,  but  that  they  will 
3ss.&ke  them  solely  on  th  3  ground  of  merit.    Individual  responsibility 
^bereases  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  number  of  those  who  are  to  bear 
it  diminishes,  and  no  persons  can  have  a  higher  or  keener  sense  of 
tfheir  responsibility,  or  be  incited  by  stronger  motives  for  the  public 
^real,  than  the  members  of  the  Judiciary.    If,  however,  the  pres- 
■<m.t  method  should  be  abandoned,  I  would  suggest  that  some  other 
appointive  method  be  devised,  and  I  know  of  no  better  place  wherein 
•t>0  vest  the  authority  to  appoint  than  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
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•could  some  other  than  the  present  plan  be  found  for  constituting 
that  Board.  The  method  of  electing  School  Commissioners  has 
been  tried  and  with  doubtful  success.  There  are  so  many  persons 
to  be  rewarded  by  party  leaders  that  entire  changes  are  usually 
made  at  the  end  of  every  term  of  office,  thus  preventing  them  from 
remaining  long  enough  in  place  to  learn  their  duties  and  carry  into 
execution  whatever  plans  their  experience  may  have  suggested  for 
the  improvement  of  the  schools  And  furthermore,  the  class  of  men 
who  ought  to  fill  these  places  are  not  such  as  aro  likely  to  seek  or 
obtain  them  through  the  means  of  an  electioneering  campaign,  at 
the  present  rate  of  compensation,  but  when  they  are  tendered  to 
them  by  some  appointing  power  will  accept. 

District  Trustees. — Although  cases  may  occasionally  occur  in 
which  trustees  arc  a  hindrance,  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  that  it  is 
so  upon  the  whole.  In  dispensing  with  them  not  only  the  duty  of 
selecting  teachers,  but  the  duty  of  looking  after  repairs  of  houses 
and  providing  incidentals,  falls  upon  the  School  Board,  and  the 
cheif  part  of  this  work  must  be  performed  by  the  Examiner.  In 
this  county,  and  it  must  be  the  same  in  every  count}"  where  he  is 
required  to  handle  the  text  books,  his  duties  are  sufficiently  onerous. 

Text  Books  — Text  Books  are  sold  to  all  who  are  able  to  pay  for 
them,  and  furnished  free  to  those  who  are  not,  upon  the  orders  of 
trustees.  I  do  not  know  how  the  schools  could  be  better  or  more 
promptly  supplied  than  by  the  present  arrangement. 

Debt. — The  School  Board  for  this  county  has  no  debt. 

I  cannot  conclude  these  remarks  without  saying  a  few  words  in 
regard  to  tbe  distribution  of  the  Annual  Reports.  These  are  printed 
at  the  expense  of  fne  State  and  every  county  ought  to  have  its 
fair  proportion  of  them,  and  some  legal  enactment  should  be  made 
to  that  effect.  Although  I  called  upon  every  member  of  the  last 
General  Assembly  from  this  count}'  to  supply  this  Board  with 
copies,  proffering  to  pay  for  the  transportation  of  the  same  by  ex. 
press,  not  a  single  one  was  received,  and  had  it  not  been  for  your 
kindness  this  office  would  have  been  without  a  copy.  I  must 
say,  however,  injustice  to  them  that  they  afterwards  informed  me 
that  they  could  not  obtain  them,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
copies  which  they  mailed  to  different  parts  of  the  county,  most  of 
which  were  not  received.  For  the  Board,

Dear  Sir — la  reply  to  certain  points  suggested  by  you  in  circu- 
lar dated  October  19th,  1876,  I  would  say  : 

1.  I  think  there  is  no  need  of  a  change  in  the  manner  of  appoint- 
ing School  Commissioners.  The  present  method  insures  stability 
and  permanency  in  the  County  Boards  and  prevents  those  frequent 
changws  which  would  interfere  with  the  uniform  policy  in  the  man- 
agement and  government  of  the  schools  and  with  their  steady  and 
uninterrupted  progress.  Xo  previous  method  of  appointing  School 
Commissioners  has  given  such  universal  satisfaction.  In  making 
a  change  there  is  great  danger  of  throwing  our  Public  Schools  into 
the  vortex  of  politics,  the  result  of  which  would  undoubtedly  be 
very  detrimental  to  the  schools.  The  School  question  should  by 
all  means  be  kept  out  of  politics,  if  we  would  have  the  public  school 
system  supported  alike  by  all  parties. 

2.  If  it  should  be  decided,  however,  that  a  change  is  needed,  I 
think  the  appointing  power  should  be  of  a  local  character,  for  in- 
stance, the  County  Commissioners.  The  advantage  of  this  would 
be  that  the  appointees  would  be  personally  known  to  those  author- 
ized to  make  the  appointments. 

3.  In  my  opinion  the  District  Trustees  are  a  decided  help,  especi- 
ally in  the  appointment  of  teachers  and  in  keeping  the  school  prop- 
erty in  good  repair. 

4.  The  schools  in  this  county  arc  fully  and  promptly  supplied 
with  necessary  books  and  stationery,  under  the  system  which  we 
have  adopted. 

5.  Such  being  the  case,  I  have  no  suggestions  to  make  as  to  a 
change. 

0.  AVe  have  no  school  debt  in  this  county. 

7.  There  was  no  debt  on  the  30th  of  September.  1876. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  last  school  year,  we  held  in  this 
county  a  very  successful  and  interesting  Teachers'  Institute,  which 
I  have  no  doubt  has  resulted  in  good. 
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Our  schools  are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  having  increased 
-during  the  past  year  in  efficiency  and  attendance.  In  fact  more 
-children  attended  sch«ol  last  year  than  ever  before  in  the  history 
of  this  county. 

While  we  have  kept  clear  of  debt  and  have  paid  the  teachers 
their  salaries  promptly  at  the  end  of  every  term,  yet,  in  order  to  do 
this,  we  have  been  compelled  to  pay  them  very  small  salaries.  It 
would  therefore  be  a  great  help  to  the  cause  of  education,  if  the 
State  would  give  us  more  money  and  enable  us  to  pay  higher  sala- 
ries and  thereby  command  better  material  in  the  way  of  teachers.
